Ou: farm readers are interesting 
people Take the Theodore R. Hellie 
family who farm 150 acres near Albert 
Lea, Minnesota. Hellie and Teddie 
Jr. are pictured in front of their attrac- 
tive home on our cover this month 

Hellie essentially is a dairy farmer 

but not the way you think. Actual- 
ly, his operations could be called a cow 
brokerage. He started breeding cattle 
long before the depression. Then, dur- 
ing the Thirties, he suddenly learned 
that he had developed a real asset in his 
bloodlines. Big-name farmers from as 
far away as Chicago were prospecting 
for thrifty cattle at that time and his 
animals filled the bill 

He could have sold his entire herd 
Instead, he began selling a few indi- 
viduals, then pieced his own herd 
from cows he knew were good pro- 
ducers in the herds of neighbors. In 
this way, he underwrote those indivi- 
duals by his own reputation for know- 
ing good dairy cattle 


During those rough depression 
years, Hellie built up a thriving busi- 
ness assembling herds by truck and 
shipping them under his supervisior 
To assure the health of the cattle he 
employed veterinarians and cow test- 
ers. His reputation for knowing quality 
cattle spread 

Hellie now keeps around 27 head in 
milk. The milk is fed to hogs—Spotted 
Polands—-and the cream goes to the 
co-op creamery in Clark’s Grove and 
Hartland. He has about 100 head of 
hogs, buys them as feeder pigs Besides 
he 150-acre home place, Hellie also 
works another 140 acres nearby 

There's never a dull moment at the 
Hellie farmstead. Most any hour of the 
day the yard is full of trucks which car- 
ry‘license plates from all over the coun- 
try. Hellie works strictly on his reputa- 
tion for selling quality cattk

Friend to Friend 


The weather 


It was my recent good fortune to 
hear three eminent scientists argue 
over possibilities of doing something 


about the weather. Two of them in- 
sisted scicnce now has ce \ cloped Ways 
of causing or increasing rainfall when 
the right atmospheric conditions are 
found. One is conducting vast proj- 
ects in Western states to increase rain 
and snowfall and to prevent hail- 
storms. One of the speakers refused to 
give any credit to rainmakers. He said 
each generation for hundreds of years 
had tried in vain to make rain fall at 
the right time and place 

For me to pass judgment on such a 
scientific question would be silly and 
useless. However, I have seen the ar- 
rival of aviation, hybrid corn, horse- 
less farming, and television, just to 
name a few astonishing new things 
Therefore, I'm willing to give the 
rainmakers the benefit of the doubt 

I can’t say whether rainmaking as 
compared to aviation is at the Wright 
Brothers’ stage or the B-29 stage, but 
I do believe we are on the way. Vast 
changes in production as well as land 
valuations and population movement 
can result—but no miracles are 
promised. However, great areas of the 
earth’s surface aren't covered by ai 
currents with enough moisture under 
the right eonditions to ever receive 
rain or snow. So the subject deserves 
open-minded interest 


Money in farming 


The amount of money needed to 
own and run a good farm these days 
far exceeds that required to create a 
job in industry. On 282 east-central 
Illinois grain farms in 1950 the actual 
value of land, buildings, machinery, 
and equipment for each full-time 
man employed was $45,000. This 
compares with $12,500 investment 
per worker in industry, according to 
the University of Illinois 

It’s stimulating to think of farming, 
measured by dollar standards, now in 
a position above the average business 
concern. But it’s sobering when vou 
give thought to the voung folks who 
want to farm, and must start in the 
traditional way on a shoestring. To 
enter the business of farming one 
must be of strong character and fully 
in love with farming or he must be 
backed by family or friends 

Limited land resources must limit 
the number of opportunities for farm- 
The demand for 
agricultural products will be a more 
certain limiting factor. Millions of 
acres in such good states as lowa and 
Illinois today produce little or noth- 


ing to some extent 


ing. Sustained, high farm prices must 
eventually attract the money and the 
men who will put this land into prof- 
itable production 

Our country must be deeply con- 
cerned with the kind of men and 
women who will farm the land in the 
next 25 years. Native Americans per- 
haps will yield to sturdy immigrants 
willing to work hard for lower stand- 
ards of living. This happened tro1 
1880 to 1900. It is happening in many 
Eastern states now. Established tarm- 
ers, bankers, and government bank- 
ing ofhcials hold the key to the future 
of the traditional, famuily-type of 
American agriculture. May I never 
see the day when our land is operated 
to any extent by great corporations 
with hired workers!

et cornpicker is one of the biggest work- 
savers you have. You sit on the tractor and 
watch the ears pour into the wagon while thé 
cornpicker does the work. But don’t just watch 
the ears—look for kernels falling on the ground 
behind the picker, too. And don’t just sit on 
the tractor—your picker needs attention in 
order to do a good job. 

How good a job will a picker do? It depends 
mostly on you. It won't doa good job, or last 
long, if you go as fast as the farmer in the big 


picture below. You can lose as much as 25 per- 
cent of your corn crop because of too much 
speed or poor picker adjustment. 

A picker pulled at the right speed and in 
good adjustment shouldn't leave more than 5 
percent of the gross yield in the field. So, your 
picker can mean the difference between an 
average yield and a good yield. Here are some

Poor training for a complex world 

is the second-rate education one out 
of four farm children is getting. The 
author spent six months visiting rural 
schools, talking with teachers, parents, 


and leading educators. In this first in a 


series on our schools, he gives an eye-opening 


report, tells what must be done.

(),, rural schools are still in deplorable condition. 


Nationwide, 344 million farm children are getting a 
second-rate education. That's one out of every four! 
Some of the worst school conditions in the United 
States are found right in the heart of the rich, Midwest 
farm states 

Earlier this year I conducted a 6-month, nation- 
wide survey for the New York Times. I spoke to 
hundreds of teachers, parents, school officials, and the 
children themselves. | saw at firsthand how America 
is cheating its rural school pupils. And the story is not 
a pretty one 

All too often, teachers are poorly prepared, the 
buildings and equipment far outmoded, and the 
course of studies backward. Double sessions and part- 
time instruction add to the problem in many com- 
munities 

I want to say at once: Many rural communities have 
tackled the rural school problem, and are doing some- 
thing to improve the conditions. In some sections con- 
solidation is taking place; in others better supervision 
has been adopted. Salaries have been raised to attract 
more competent teachers. Rural areas have bonded 
themselves to construct much-needed schoolhouses 

But the total picture is not happy. With few excep- 
tions, the rural schools are still the stepchildren of 
America’s hue educational system In almost every 
respect, city children get a better academic break. 


The urban teacher averages four years of college train- 
ing, the rural teacher averages two. The city teacher 
gets an annual average salary of $3,300; the rural 
teacher must settle for $2,200. Of the 80,000 emergen- 
cy, substandard teachers in the nation’s classrooms, 
65,000 are found in rural schools. 

We spend about $200 a year on the education of 
each urban child, and $130 for each farm pupil. City 
children go to schools valued at more than $500 per 
pupil; rural children are lucky if their schools cost half 
that amount 

So it goes, all up and down the line Rural children 
get the short end of the educational pie every time 

Drive through any section of the Midwest—as well 
as rural areas in other parts of the country—and you 
will be shocked by the large numbers of ancient, dilap- 
idated schoolhouses that dot the countryside. Some- 
times the schools are not much more than abandoned 
shacks; no decent farmer would keep his prize hogs in 
some of the buildings I have visited. Yet the same 
farmer sends his young boys and girls there

I have seen century-old schools with 
the windows boarded up where the panes had been

For the most part, the rural schools lack any type of 
modern improvement found in better city schools 
They do not have gymnasiums, lunchrooms, vocation- 
al workshops, science laboratories, or even comfortable 
tables and chairs. 


I visited one rural school in midwinter. The prairie 


winds were howling. Three boys were assigned to keep 


the hungry, potbellied stove supplied with cordwood. 
But it didn’t help much. Most of the children sat 
huddled in their overcoats, wearing their gloves, trying 
to keep warm. But those in the first few rows around 


the stove looked as though they were roasting. ““They 
front and behind,” the teacher ex- 
plained to me. 

Of course, the rural schools recognize their problem. 
They know that more money must be spent on build- 
ings. During 1950, they spent $300,000,000 (during the 
same time, the urban schools spent $450,000,000).

They are finding that one of the best ways to 
boost dairy profits lies right in their own barnyards 
by cashing in on the beef by-product of their dairy 
herds. It gives them a chance to increase the number of 
cattle on a farm with the least extra labor. 

lake a dairyman who normally milks 20 cows. He'll 
have to carry 20 more head of young stock to jnsure 
adequate heifer replacements for poor-producing 
cows, or ones that go bad with disease, injury, or old 
age 

Now suppose that farmer decides to expand the beef 
end of his dairy herd. He still can milk his 20 cows and 
carry his 20 head of young heifer calves and yearlings 
In addition, he can run 20 head of steer calves and

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High beef price is main cause. Beef prices have 
gone up almost twice as much in the last 10 years as 
milk and butterfat.

When the dishes are washed. the 
water is drained into the sink, then the 
dishes are spray-rinsed and allowed to 
air-dry. This type of dishwasher generally 
washes a service for four at one time 

Ihe portable dishwashers on casters, as 
with drainboard models, have an advan- 
tage in that they do not have to be per- 
manently installed, nor are any special 
plumbing connections required for their 
use. This may be an important considera- 
tion if you rent your farm. This type of 
dishwasher washes service for about six 
to eight at one time 

Portable dishwashers operate some- 
what like completely automatic dish- 
washers, except that on most of them you 


must switch from cycle to cycle 


Most completely automatic dish- 
washers are permanently installed. They 
are connected to both the hot and cold 
water supply, and the drainage system 
Phey are available in front- or top-open- 
ing models; they may be built into a kitch- 
en cabinet or purchased in combination 
with a sink. Or they are available with 
the complete unit in its own cabinet 

In a front-opening model, the top will 
serve as a work surface. However, if floor 
space 1s more important than work sur- 
face, a top-opening mode! should be giv- 
en consideration, for it won't block off 
trafhe lanes, where a front-opening model 
might 

Dishwashers range in price from under 
$100 for small, drainboard models, to 
nearly $400 for a combination automat 
dishwasher-sink. Installation costs will 
vary from one locality to another, and 
with the needs of the purchaser. It de- 
pends largely on the amount of plumbing 
material required and the time it takes a 
plumber to install the dishwasher 

If old plumbing and fixtures must be 
torn out and rebuilt, or replaced, cost 
will naturally be higher than it would be 
if the dishwasher is connected to an exist- 
ing water system. Or, if you are handy, 
you can install your own 


To get the most from a dishwasher: 
¢ Do not wash any piece by hand that can 
be washed ina dishwashe I 

e Scrape or rinse, or both, and put dishes 
in dishwasher as they accumulate; wash 
them as you prepare or eat meals 

e Use the detergent recommended. These 
are usually nonsudsing, because an excess 
ol soap bubbles smothers the water action 
of dishwasher, and causes streaking and

e Place silverware, handles down, in the

basket provided for silverware, being sure 
to separate the pieces so that water can 
get to eac h one 
e Use soft water for best dishwashing re- 
sults. When silver and glassware Spot, 1 Is 
often due to too-hard water 
e Be sure the water is hot reach 
the dish It should be 140° or more. If the 
hot water tank is a long distance from the 
dishwasher, the water may drop many de- 
grees as it passes through the pipes. If the 
water is not 140° or hotter, it will not doa 
good washing or a quick drying job. Be- 
cause hot water is so important, some 
dishwashers have their own 2-gallon hot 
water tanks, designed to boost the temper- 
ature of the water to 180° before it is 
sprayed on the dishes 

Other tips, from women who have been 
using a dishwasher for some time, will 
help you operate your dishwasher more

studied home remodeling ideas in Su 
ful Farming 

Ihe remodeling plans which the Chris- 
tensens ¢ arried out were so well designe d 
that no structural changes in the old 
house were necessary. The house was 
solid, with good plaster and lathing 

First, the unused front porch was re- 
moved. Then a rear sun deck, bathroom, 
and utility room were added. The partial 
basement was also enlarged. In the re- 
modeling, Successful Farming’s Big Three 
plan was kept in mind: 1. Central hall; 
2. Utility room; 3. Entrance on the drive 

4 central hallway was added down- 
Stairs to eliminate tracking through the 
living areas. The central hallway lets 
Mrs. Christensen get to the downstairs 
bedroom, or upstairs, without crossing 
through the living room 

The Christensens added an entrance 
on a soon-to-be-completed drive which 
will let visitors enter near the living room 
instead of through the back door into the 
kitchen. Until the front driveway is com- 
pleted, visitors are brought in through 
the rear entrance. But the central hall- 
way still keeps them out of the kitchen 

rhe third point of Su ful Farming’ s 
Big Three is a utility room and the 
Christensens have a good one. Their 
utility room and the new bathroom take 
up the space formerly occupied by the 
rear porch. The utility room is used for 
messy farm jobs such as cleaning eggs or 
home canning. Christensen and the boys, 
Roger and Rex, can wash up here 

The old basement was enlarged and a 
gas heating plant installed. A storage room 
and recreation room were also built in 
the basement. And there’s plenty of room 
left for washing and drving clothes 

The remodeling job has given the 
Christensens the convenience and com- 
fort they wanted. The changes they made 
in their old home weren't difheult and 
will work in almost any T-shaped house

N.. only in the vast ranges of the Great 
Plains is grass creating new security and 
wealth. In many old, cropped-out sec- 
tions a return to grass-and-livestock is 
restoring “faith and fertility.” Areas where 
once livestock grazed in our great west- 
ward migration are carrying livestock 
again—and with yields in pounds and dol- 
lars that sound almost like miracles. 

Typical of the new grassland manage- 
ment is the operation centering at Dixon 
Springs Experiment Station in Southern 
Illinois. A few years ago this was worn- 
out, plowed land—practically worthless— 
raising perhaps 10 bushels of corn to the 
acre. Today they’re getting four to five 
hundred pounds of livestock gain off those 
same acres (the record so far is 682 pounds 
in a season). And they're shooting for a 
thousand! At current beef, lamb and wool 
prices, they're netting around $100 per 
acre per year—on land where not long 
ago the animals would literally have 
starved to death. 

How was this miracle achieved? By 
good farming and ranching practices. By 
preparing the soil with lime, potash and 
phosphate. By finding, through hundreds 
of careful tests, the best combinations of 
grasses and legumes to give the longest 
Penne season and grow the most meat. 

hus, the land has been made immedi- 
ately profitable—and still maintained for 
future use. For under cropping, this land 
loses a full plow-depth of topsoil in 30 to 
40 years; but in grass, it will not erode 
that much in 8,000 years. 

Dixon Springs and other experiment 
stations are pointing the way to a type 
of farming practice suited to many of the 
older sections of the United States. Some 
experienced ranchers of the West and 
Southwest are extending their stock op- 
erations back into Eastern states. In the 
South, beef cattle are doing well on worn- 
out cotton land reconverted to grass. This 
change from crop raising on poor land to 
livestock production on permanent pas- 
ture seems to present a great opportunity 
to many producers. It could mean the 
development of great new livestock-pro- 
ducing areas...and more meat for our 
growing population.

Breeding Limits 
Beef Cottle Gains 
. in the Feed Lot 


of T. G. Byerly 


Animal Husbandry Division 

T.G. Byerly U.S.Department of Agriculture 
Studies at the U. S. Range Livestock 
Experiment Station, Miles City, Mon- 
tana, prove that steers from fast gain- 
ing bulls put on weight in the feed lot 
faster than steers from slow gaining 
bulls. They also prove that there is no 
inherent relation between conformation 
and rate of gain. While small-type 
steers generally gain slower than large- 
type, breeders can selectively breed 
fast gaining small-type cattle as well 
as fast gaining large-type cattle. Breed- 
ing for rapid feed lot gains can be done 
within type, without hurting type. 

Today 35 states are included in this 
broad cooperative research program 
with the U.S.D.A. Type, conformation, 
calf crop, as well as rate of gain are being 
measured. Bulls are placed on feed at 
6-10 months of age under standard con- 
ditions. Their rate of gain varies from 
a pound a day to four pounds a day. 
And the steers they sire will vary in the 
same direction as the sire though usually 
less widely. 

Breeders in several states are also 
conducting performance tests by plac- 
ing bulls at central testing stations for 
evaluation. 

You have to wait until after the calf 
is weaned to measure his capacity to 
gain. While the calf is on the cow, her 
milk supply will affect rate of gain. 
There just isn’t any relation between 
weight and finish of calves at weaning 
and their ability to gain in the feed lot. 

Through selective breeding we can 
produce more beef per brood cow and 
per steer fed, with greater profit.

The element of 
time isa good reason for using heated-air 
drying Another is that you can dry corn 
or small grain regardless of the weather 
Heated air is practically a necessity for 
drying shelled corn 


Whether or not to install heated- or 


natural-air drying depends on your in- 
dividual farm and the amount of money 
you want to spend. A heated-air system 
is more positive because it can be used 
regardless of the weather. Unheated ai 
systems won't do the drving job if the fan 
is blowing damp, outside air through the 
corn. Before you install a heated-air sys- 
tem, have a talk with your insurance 
company Some compantes regard the 
chances of tire as much greater when a 
heated-air drying system is used 

An old building already on the farm 
may be your best bet for corn storage 
The building can have either tight on

floored drive. Then, A-type slatted ducts 
were built in 6’ sections to fit between 
these strips to form the air tunnel. The fan 
and motor were set at one end 
With this setup, the air tunnel could be 
removed in sections as the corn was emp- 
tied from the crib, leaving the driveway 
lear when the middle section of the 
25'x40)' building was empty. Corn-storage 
space was almost doubled over the old 
'4’ cribs and corn could be picked early 
It wasn’t necessary to close the cracks 
between the slats of the original building 
Emsch used a 5-hp electric motor to pow- 
er the 36” fan. He started husking on 
October 7, and was able to crib 41 acres 
of corn in the building. The corntield was 
then disced, wheat sown well after the 
fly-free date, and a good stand resulted 
Chopping his hay gave Robert Warns, 
Wood County, Ohio, space tor corn dry- 
ing. Since he could get all the hay he 
needed into one end of his barn, the other 
end was remodeled into a corn-storage 
unit The mow floor was taken up and 
used to board up the aisle side of the stor- 
age. [his was to be a slatted floor installa- 
tion, so the siding had to be tight 
The slatted tloor was covered with ex- 
panded metal to keep shelled corn from 
falling through the slats. Size of the fin- 
ished dryer was 13’x32’, with acorn depth 
of 13°. A recessed conveyor was built 
lengthwise into the false floor for easy re- 
mgval of corn. The bin is filled by elevat- 
the corn through a window 


corn of Arnold Leoffler, Lucas 
tv, is handled by machines only. The 
picker drops it into wagons equipped to 
unload into the elevator. The corn is 
elevated into a corn dryer 17’x40’, and 
12’ high. The drying building was built 
from half of a double crib with a double 
drive through the center. This is a tight- 
sealed unit with A-frame ducts 
Amortizing the entire cost for the first 
crop of corn dried would only run the 
cost to 30 cents per bushel on 2,500 bush-

cent moisture was brought down to 18 
percent for less than 2 cents per bushel

Water is fed into the 
washer by means of a short rubber hose and is drained the 
same way. The whole unit cost about $200. It works so well, 
Mr. Burmeister hopes to have it patented.

Plastic tile is the newcomer in the resili- 
ent flooring field. The colors are brilliant 
and clearer than those available in any 
other flooring. The tiles appear to be re- 
sistant to any of the common solvents or 
materials likely to be found in the home 
Plastic tile is easy to maintain and flexible 
enough to conform to slight rises and 
dips in the floor. But, like almost all tile 
floorings, it may dent slightly under furni- 
ture. Cost is about the same as rubber 
tile. 


Cork flooring has been used for many 
years in public buildings and recently has 
been used successfully in homes. Easy to 
maintain and pleasant to walk on, cork 
wears well but is limited in color to 
medium or dark brown. Manufacturers 
approve its use on concrete only if the 
slab is completely protected against possi- 
ble moisture rise from below. Check with 
your manufacturer on this point 

Wood blocks, built up like plywood, 
can be cemented directly to concrete. But 
only if all the conditions for the construc- 
tion of floor slabs have been met. If you 
want the familiar sight of a wood floor in 
your home, this is a good flooring 

More difficult to lay than the resilient 
floorings, true ceramic tile requires a 2” 
mortar bed instead of a thin coat of ad- 
hesive. The tiles can be either 4'’x4” or 
4x8” and are limited in color to dark 
reds or dark browns. Smaller tiles, 1‘’x2”’, 
in lighter and brighter colors usually are 
used in bathrooms and workrooms. Ce- 
ramic tile is an excellent flooring for en- 
trance vestibules and porches. Cost varies 
greatly due to variations in labor rates 


a some areas where moisture 1s not a 
problem, homeowners have found wall- 
to-wall carpet laid directly over the con- 
crete slab a desirable finish for living 
rooms and bedrooms. Check carefully, 
in your area, with your dealer before you 
install a carpet on the slab. Summer 
humidity is just as serious a problem with 
carpeting on a concrete floor as is mois- 
ture rising from below the slab 

Finally, linoleum is not recommended 
for use on a concrete floor slab in con- 
tact with the ground. END

good feed 


F., three years, sweet-clover silage has 
been the principal winter feed of a flock 
of 150 ewes at the North Dakota Experi- 
ment Station 

“Sweet-clover silage is one of the best 
and most economical feeds we ever used,” 
reports M. L. Buchanan, chief of the 
Division of Animal Industry at the sta- 
tion. “‘For ewes, I would rather have it 
than good alfalfa hay 

“We have fed it to beef cattle and our 
dairy herd, too, in addition to sheep 
But the sheep have made the greatest use 
of this feed, and always have done well 

The station’s sweet clover is field- 
chopped from the swath immediately 
after it is cut. Then, with a blower, it is 
put into temporary silos made of heavy 
paper and 4-foot welded wire fence. (Sec 
photograph below.) 

One hundred pounds of ground grain 

either barley or corn—or 150 pounds 
of corn-and-cob meal are mixed with each 
ton ol chopped sweet clover 

Silage made this way retains a nice 
green color,” Buchanan says We 
figure, judging by feeding experience 
and laboratory tests, that it has four times 
as much Vitamin A as cured alfalfa hay 
However, if you leave out the grain, the 
silage turns brown and much of its Vita- 
min A is lost.” 


Bou yellow- and white-blossom sweet 
clover have been used, with no difference 
in feeding value. Cutting is begun as soon 
as the first flowers appear 

You can use coarse hay, straw, or 
weeds to top the silos. Feeding of sweet- 
clover silage usually is begun at the sta- 
tion in November. Any molded material 
is discarded and never fed, but very little 
spoilage has been experienced. Practically 
no freezing occurs, even at 20 below 

Cattle and sheep at the station are 
worked onto sweet-clover silage gradual- 
ly, to get them accustomed to it. Breed- 
ing ewes eat 4 to 5 pounds a day when on 
full feed. They are given a little dry hay 
along with it, to increase the bulk

owned corn is concentrated mainly in 
steel bins in lowa, Nebraska, and Minne- 
sota. Its price goes up almost every 
month, as carrying charges are added 

About 50 million bushels of frosted 
wheat will be imported from Canada to 
supplement this nation’s feed supplies 
Prices are about in line with corn prices, 
at Eastern cities. 

Every indication points to a lot of wet 
or soft corn this fall. Some wet or soft corn 
may be available in your locality. If not 
moldy, it’s just as good, on a dry basis, as 
mature corn. So, allow for the difference 
in moisture content when buying any of 
this feed. Moldy soft corn is less valuable, 
but can be fed to cattle, hogs, and some- 
times to sheep

The fact that carrvover stocks of grain 
are expected to decline during the com- 
ing feeding season indicates that prices 
of feed grains probably will be above sup- 
port levels during much of the year. The 
trend in most recent years has been for 
prices to dip below supports at harvest 
time, and then advance to loan levels or 
above after the harvest movement has 
passed. Such a trend appears probable 
again this year 

Farmers who must buy grain probably 
should purchase their feed this fall. This 
is particularly true in the Eastern Corn- 
belt. A surplus above local farm needs 
usually depresses the market at harvest 
time. Then, once this surplus moves from 
the farms, the prices shoot up rapidly 
There's no point in delaying the purchase 
of Commodity Credit corn, if needed 
either.

This big supply of proteins probably 
means that prices of these feeds will be 
low relative to the prices of corn, oats, and 
other carbohydrates. Thus, farmers will 
have a real incentive to feed balanced ra- 
tions during the coming year and thus to 
get the highest returns from the supply of 
home-raised feed grains. (Any farmer can 
get information on how to balance rations 
from his county extension agent.) 

rhe supply of vegetable oil meals avail- 
able during 1951-52 will be the biggest on 
record. Last year this country had a big 
soybean crop, but a very small cotton 
crop. This year’s cotton crop is up about 
69 percent from last year 

The 1951 soybean crop is nearly as 
large as in 1950 and well above any pre- 
vious year. Since exports are likely to fal 
short of last year’s mark, prospects are for 
about the same total supply of soybean 
meal available as last year 

The 1951 flaxseed crop is nearly up to 
last year’s harvest, too 

Adding up, prospects point to a total 
production of oil-seed cake and meals dur- 
ing the coming year of slightly over 9 mil- 
lion tons. This compares with about 8.4 
million tons during the year just ending 

Mill-feed supplies will be about the 
same as in the year just past. Supplies of 
animal protein feeds will be up slightly 
due to larger livestock numbers and re- 
port of a reasonably good fish catch 

On the price side, odds favor buying 
protein feeds early. Soybean-meal prices 
usually are lowest at harvest. Last vear 
feed mixers rushed in, bid up prices in the

supply of protein feeds—and last year’s 
memory.

good for putting a “bloom” on fattening 
cattle. Other than this, it’s wise to buy 
protein supplements on the basis of the 
actual amount of protein they contain 
Take. for example, soybean oil meal 
This protein supplement usually contair 
44 percent total or crude protein. Thus 
soybean oil meal contains 880 pounds of 
total protein per ton. Divide this by your 
local price of soybean meal and you'll get 
the cost pel pound ol prot in The usual 
total protein content of cottonseed meal 
is 41 percent and linseed meal 36 percent 
Che same rule holds for roughages for 
animals which are wintered without 
grain. Good alfalfa hay contains about 15 
percent protein. Therefore, pounds of 
alfalfa will provide as much protein as |! 
pound of a 44-percent protein supple- 
ment. Actually, because less of the protein 
in alfalfa is digestible, it takes about 3146 
pounds to equal a pound of 14-percent 
protem supplement. Thus, alfalfa still is 
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the cheapest source of protein where it 
can be fed efficiently for wintering 

The problem of getting the most from 
your protein dollar isn’t as simple in the 
case of hogs and poultry. For here the 
quality of protein is an important factor, 
too. Until recently it was thought that for 
proper gains, at least 20 percent of the 
total protein in the hog and poultry ra- 
tions must be of animal origin 

But the discovery of vitamin B,, has 
changed all this. Experimental work by 
several agricultural colleges has shown 
that a combination of vitamin B,, and 
plant proteins can replace most, if not all, 
of the animal protein in hog and poultry 
rations 

To take advantage of these new nutri- 
tional discoveries, the feeder has the 
choice of buying either a balanced sup- 
plement containing vitamin B,, and trace 
minerals, or he can buy a vitamin B, , pre-

not found in the vegetable protein 
Whether it pays him to do this depends 
upon the price of animal proteins, such as 
tankage and meat scraps 
Feeding tests also show that urea (a 
synthetic feed made basically from nitro- 
gen taken from the air) can be substituted 
for vegetable protein in fattening cattle, 
Farmers who are short on feed will 
need to do some careful figuring in plan- 
ning their feeding program for 1951-52 
Should additional corn be bought? Or 
should the livestock program be cut back 
to fit the feed supply? Relationship be- 
tween corn prices and feed costs probably 
will be moderately favorable during the 
coming vear, so an efficient hog and 
poultry raiser can consider buying feed to 
maintain a well-managed program. But 
cattle feeder is in a different position.

Small cattle feeders apparently tend to 
expand their feeding operations under 


price controls. With demand for meat 
strong enough to hold fat cattle prices 
near ceilings, price controls take out the 
uncertainty over the selling price for cat- 
tle. This encourages small-scale feeders, 
who do not hire much help or buy much 
corn 

With lower cash costs, these small feed- 
ers can bid up feeder-cattle prices and get 
into the feeding business. Feeder cattle 
are one cost item in farming where the 
farmers themselves set the figure 

Cattle feeders must remember that one 
of their normal sources of profit—the sea- 
sonal price rise in fat cattle—is ruled out 
by effective beef-price ceilings. So it is 
important that cattle feeders as a group 
figure closely what they can afford to pay 
for feeder cattle. Otherwise, they will bid 
prices of feeder cattle to the point where 
the relatively high feed costs in prospect 
for this year will eat up profits. END

Gathering chains. Finger links, spaced 
at equal intervals on the gathering chains, 
move the stalks back into the rollers. The 
lower set of chains helps carry stalks back 
into the snapping rolls. These also pick up 
broken or bent stalks and low-hanging 
ears. This set of chains prevents ears from 
tumbling off the snapping rolls 

Gathering chains should be tightened 
so they will have 1 to 2 inches of slack, de- 
pending upon the length of the chain, 
when pulled out from the guide board 
The chains should be timed so that the 
finger links on one side are spaced midway 
between the finger links on the other side 
This timing can be done by releasing the 
lower idle sprocket on which tension ad- 
jusuments are made, and then slipping 
the chain around the drive sprocket until 
the links are in time 


Slip elutehes. These will help prevent 
damage to the picker in case it becomes 
clogged. When starting a new picker, 
clean the paint out of the clutch jaws. If 
your machine has been idle all winter, 
vou may have to break the rusted jaws 
loose. To clean the clutch, loosen the ten- 
sion nut slightly to allow the jaws to slip 
when the picker is operating. Run the 
picker for a short time with the clutch 
slipping. This cuts rust. After the clutch 
is clean, readjust the tension nut 


Snapping.roller adjustment. [he ad- 
justment for regulating snapping-roll 
spacing is found at the lower end of the 
rollers. Correct adjustment of the snap- 
ping rollers is important in preventing 
shelling losses. The snapping rollers also 

affect cleanness of husking 
In normal foliage, with the stalks 
standing and moisture content ideal for 
snapping, you'll want 5¢ to 3% inch clear- 
ance at the bottom of the rollers. In nor- 
mal foliage when the stalks are damp or 
wet and hard to snap, run the snapping 
rollers close together, but not touching 
In corn with normal foliage and ex- 
tremely brittle, standing stalks with the 
ears tough to snap, you'll want slightly 
more than medium or norma! clearance

This setting prevents stalk breakage 
Operate your tractor in a lower gear to 
avoid breaking off or pulling stalks. In 
down or leaning corn, use a wider roll 
clearance than normal to avoid stalk 
breakage. Also, operate the tractor in a 
lower gear than normal 

In extremely tall corn with heavy foli- 
age and stalks standing—and with nor- 
mal or dry conditions—increase the roll 
clearance slightly until the stalks feed 
through the rollers freely. Under extreme 
conditions, on some pickers, it helps to 
increase the speed of the snapping rolls 
50 to 75 rpm. In extremely dry foliage 
where trash accumulates on the rolls, in- 
stall snap-roll setscrews, or add more lugs 
on the snapping rolls 


Husking-bed adjustments. Principal 
adjustments of the husking mechanism in- 
volve regulation of tension on the husking 
rolls. Also, the use of husking pegs, pins, 
screws, or sticky grease. Adjustment of 
the mechanism to feed the ears to the roll- 
ers is also important 

To be effective, husking rollers musi 
be held in contact by spring tension. If 
the rubber or wood rollers become worn, 
they should be replaced. After a pic ker 
has been used for some time, the husking 
roll springs may lose their tension and 
need to be replac ed 

Tension should be increased for small- 
eared corn and for corn with extremely 


Picker set toe teow will break off stalks 
before the ears hit the snapping rollers 
Adjust the picker to the height of the ears 


Picker set toe high cayses cars to meet 
rolls too low. Some ears will roll bac k down 


snapping rolls and end up on the ground 
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tough, tight husks. Tension should be de- 
creased for larger ears and for corn which 
husks easily 

Husking pegs, pins, or screws should 
not be installed unless husks are extreme- 
ly tight, or in very dry condition. Husk- 
ing action that is more vigorous than nec- 
essary puts too much shelled corn in the 
wagon 

The husking bed feed mechanism con- 
trols the passage of ears over the husking 
rollers. On pickers where the ears travel 
down over the rolls, this mechanism is 
termed the ear retarder. Tension and 
clearance on the ear retarders should be 
adjusted to feed the ears evenly over the 
rollers. On pickers which combine snap- 
ping and husking operations, finger links 
on the feed chain act as boosters to carry 
the ears up over the rollers 


Fan. The fan removes silks, loose husks, 
and trash from the corn. It must produce 
a strong air blast to clean the corn prop- 
erly. The fan operates at high speed, so 
all bearings should be well lubricated 
The screen covering the fan intake 
should be kept clear of trash and husks 
so the fan gets plenty of air. The V-belt 
should be tight enough not to slip 


Lubrication. Lhe best gun grease lor 
cornpicker lubrication is a light grade of 
viscous lubricant which is water-resistant 
and clings well to gears. The grease must 
also work in a gun when the iemperatur¢ 
is below freezing 

Before ¢ ornpicking begins, roller chains 
should be removed and washed in kero- 
sene. After washing, they should be dried 
and dipped in No. 20 or 30 motor oil 
Unless operating conditions are very 
dirty, the roller chains should be lubri- 
cated by applying No. 20 or 30 motor oil 
with a clean paintbrush. If operating 
conditions are dirty, run the roller chains 
dry. Gear cases should be filled with a 
good grade of winter gear lubricant. END 


Machine-set 
trees live better 


, & periods and areas of critical drouth, 
machine-planted trees have survived bet- 
ter than have those planted by hand 

Fred Trenk, Wisconsin extension for- 
ester, gives that endorsement of machine 
planting. He, however, has observed no 
appreciable difference in survival where 
and when rainfall has been sufficient 

With the mechanical planter, a nar- 
row trench is made in the soil, and trees 
are inserted in it at an even depth where 
the roots will come in contact with the wet 
soil. The soil is firmed uniformly about 
the seedlings by means of packer wheels 
Fatigue of the individual in planting 
trees, an important cause of low survival 
in hand planting, is eliminated 

Of course, few farmers plant enough 
trees to pay for the purchase of a planting 
machine. Groups of farmers, however, are 
aking profitable use of tree-planting 
machines owned by soil conservation 
districts, by iocal communities, and by 
individuals providing custom-planting 
service.

The fertilized field produced 43.9 bu- 
shels of wheat per acre testing 60 pounds 
to the bushel, compared to 17.4 bushels 
testing only 46 pounds from the strip re- 
ceiving no phosphate. The wheat grains 
from the fertilized field were large, plump, 
and uniform in color; the others were 
smail, dark, shriveled, and appeared to 
be little but hull.

pedeza seed at $3.50 per hundred, we ar- 
rive at some rather striking figures. The 
30.3-bushel oats increase due to fertiliza- 
tion would be valued at $24.24 per acre; 
the 26.5-bushel wheat increase, $50.35 
per acre; and the lespedeza seed increase 
of 97 pounds, $3.39. This total increase 
in crop value for just 1948 and 1949 is 
$77.98. The cost of all fertilizer applied 
from 1945 through 1949 was only $23.12 

In 1950, a soil test was taken to deter- 
mine the fertilizer needs for corn. A 4- 
year application of phosphate and potash 
was added along with 108 pounds of am- 
monium nitrate. The fertilizer increased 
the yield of corn from 56.5 bushels per 
acre up to 83.5, or 27 bushels 

Prorating the cost of phosphate and 
potash, and charging all the nitrate off 
this year, the cost of fertilizing was $8.10 
per acre.— Nelson G. Trickey. END

Ls. condition and health of the gilt at 
breeding time is another important point 
She should be in a good gaining condi- 
tion, but not laden with fat. Some pro- 
ducers sort out their gilts at weaning time 
and put them in a pasture by themselves 
and feed a ration which encourages 
growth rather than fat 

Gilts, kept away from the fattening 
hogs during the fall, often escape the flu 
even if it hits the fattening hogs. Gilts al- 
fected with flu anywhere near the time of 
breeding usually have small, weak, and 
uneven litters. When gilts have the flu 
they should be restored to health before 
breeding. The same applies to the boar 

As 75 percent of the sows which farrow 
in the spring are bred as gilts in the fall 
it is easy to see how the pig crop might be 
atlected 

One of the best ways to get around the 
flu problem is the plan used by Gene 
Stephens of Washington County, lowa 
He raises both spring and fall pigs. “My 
litters were wrecked one spring by flu 
which hit my gilts the previous fall,” says 
Stephens “Since then I always use fall- 
farrowed gilts for brood sows. I breed

great as in longer-lived animals such as 
the dairy cow. Authorities at lowa State 
College believe that it would take 10 
years through a program of selection to 
increase the litter size by one pig 

Even so, it’s a good practice to select 
gilts from good-sized litters which have 
made good growth during the suckling 
period. This means the gilt had a good 
mother, and should inherit these qualities 

Al Haller, manager of a pig hatchery at 
Sun Prairie, Wisconsin, selects his gilts 
from dams with a good performance 
Says Haller: “In selecting my gilts, I pick 
out gilts from good litters weaned. My 
sows must be productive and raise 8 good 
pigs per litter.” Haller is also looking for 
sows which milk well 

Ihe producer can go one step further 
in selection. By selecting gilts from a sow 
which has raised two good litters, the 
owner can be even more certain that the 
gilt will repeat her dam’s performance 


A prominent Indiana farmer, who han- 
dles several breeds ol boars, suggests a 
program of production which has merit if 
the sows are kept for more than one far- 
rowing. When a producer buys Boar 
Number 1, he is expected to use this boar 
on the same sows for three successive far- 
rowings. All pigs from the first and third 
farrowings are sold, and gilts for breeding 
are saved from the second farrowing. This 
lets the producer select gilts from sows 
which have done well twice. These gilts 
are then bred to Boar Number 2. The 
same procedure is followed involving 
Boar Number 3. Such a program affords 
an opportunity of cashing in on inheri- 
tance values 

The boar’s influence on litter size is a 
much-debated subject. At the Missouri 
Experiment Station, investigators found 
that the boar’s influence shows up in the 
gilts he sires, and not so much in the size 
of the immediate litters 

However, there is a probability that a 
boar, because of his condition or use, 
might not fertilize all the ova produced 
and a small litter will result. It is good 
management not to overuse or abuse the 
boar. He should be obtained a month or 
so before using and accustomed to his 
surroundings and management. It’s a 
good idea to try him out on some market 
gilts, to see if he will work 


fa hl 
Trica boars on gilts, and young or tried 
boars on old sows, reduce the gamble in 
breeding. The boar can run with small 
herds of 10 or 12 sows. In herds of 30 or 
more sows where several boars are used, 
the boars should be alternated 

Pen breeding is advisable if a large 
number of sows are bred to one boar 
When pen breeding is practiced, breed 
the sows during the latter part of the heat 
period. At that time, ova are farther down 
the Fallopian tube and are reached more 
readily by the sperm cells cf the male. If 
the sow is bred early in her heat period, 
she should be mated a second time. Test 
the boar for brucellosis before bringing 
him onto the farm 

Any one of these factors or a combina- 
tion of several might cause small litters 
Probably the one violated most is breed- 
ing young and immature gilts. Needless 
to add, good nutrition, both before and 
after gestation, must accompany the ob- 
servation of the five factors mentioned 
However, the top-notch hograiser will be 
on the lookout for them all, and, as a re- 
sult, will get a higher pig average per 
litter. END

with warfarin 


By Tom 


One pound of warfarin is deadly enough 
to kill more than 250,000 rats. Yet it is 
safe to use around the farm. Warfarin 
brings in a new twist in rat and mouse 
poisoning. Unlike most poisons, warfarin 
has to be eaten by the rat over a period ot 
about five days. If the rat skips a day « 
two, it doesn’t matter. Eventually the rat 
will get enough to cause death 

Ihe idea of having a rat return to the 
poison several times sounds risky, but it 
isn’t. If the warfarin is mixed with an 
appetizing bait, the rat will return time 
and time again 

Dr. Kar! Paul Link, the discoverer of 
warfarin, says, [he bait station is a 
hangout for rats. I've seen them play in 
the box where the poison 1s ke pt 

Make your bait stations out of old veg- 
etable crates You can ect these at the 
grocery store. The box should have at 
least four holes 3 inches square. A more 
open box is better. Rats like plenty of exits 
in case danger threatens 

Put a bait station in each building 
where rats are common. This will prob- 
ably mean one in the corncrib, one in the 
machine shed, and two in the barn 
brush heap or refuse dump is also a good 
place to put a bait box. The bait box 
should be against a wall instead of in the 
center of a room or alleyway 

Each bait station should have 
two trays of warlarinized grain. A metal 
baking tin about 2 inches deep and 
more inches in width and length wi 
Fill each tray to the top with bait. You'll 
probably need 5 to 10 pounds of bait for 
the whole farmstead. To protect the bait 
from the cold and dampness of the 
ground, set the tray up on a board. This 
helps prevent mold. In summer, a dish of 
clean water will help lure the rats into 
the bait box 


Aner you set out these stati 


secret to killing rats lies in keeping 
bait in top condition. Inspect the stat 
daily at first to make sure the bait is fr 
If it starts to mold, replace it at once 
finicky rats won't eat dirty bait. Dor 
worried if the rats avoid the bait at 
It may take a week before they start 
feed on the poison. The first two weeks : 
most important—later on, checking 
bait every three or four days will do 

If a rat doesn’t eat enough warfarin, it 
will recover. Therefore, don’t be afraid to 
leave your bait stations in place for a | 
time. The best sign of success in rat con- 
trol is lack of activity for a month. This 
means no goods damaged, no bait eaten, 
and no fresh droppings 

If you have always been troubled with 
a high number of rats, it might be a good 
idea to leave your bait Stations out 
manently. This will knock off invading 
rats before they can multiply. It will also 
prevent mice from increasing alter the 
rats are poisoned.

od is most practical and easy to manage 

But for some farms, the concentrate 
containing warfarin will be more econom- 
ical. Mix 1 part of the concentrate with 
19 parts of your own bait. For your own 
bait use freshly ground yellow corn. Un- 
like the corn meal you buy at the store, 
freshly ground corn has a distinct aroma 
which rats like. This odor will last about 
four weeks 

Such a bait will attract rats readily, but 
there is little danger of poisoning chick- 
ens, livestock, dogs, or cats with it. First, 
ground corn just isn’t that tasty to most 
of these animals. Second, they would not 
die even if they did clean up a tray of 
warfarin. To be poisoned, they would 
have to eat that much for five days 
straight. Pigs are more susceptible to war- 
farin than most animals, 
poisoned they would have to eat more 
than 2 pounds of bait daily for five days 
As an extra safeguard, antidotes are 
readily available 

There isn’t much danger of cats and 
dogs dying from eating rats killed by war- 
farin. A dying rat contains very little 
poison. Much of it has been used to kill 
the rat. To completely safeguard your 
cats or dogs, however, it’s still a good idea 
to feed them well while you're using 
warfarin 

Warfarin is a good rat poison, but it 
still doesn’t mean that other rat controls 
can be forgotten. Cleaning up debris in 
buildings, keeping foods under safe cover, 
ratproofing buildings with strips of metal 

all these will help keep rats off your 
farm permanently once you have gotten 
rid of them with warfarin. END

Dairy farmers in Michigan say that 
pasture-produced milk is the most profit- 
able. Many have no figures to support 
their claims—they just know they feed 
less grain, little hay, and are freed from

Here's a big dairy barn that makes full 
use of its roominess. This three-in-one 
combination is on the Othmar Ernst farm 
in Perry County, Missouri 

Loafing shed, milking parlor, and milk- 
room are included in the building. The 
barn is 38’x76’, and has proved to be a 
laborsaver for the Ernst family 

At milking time, the barn is much like 
an assembly line. Three cows are milked 
at a time. First, the cows go onto a ramp 
outside the milking parlor, where they 
are brushed. They then move into the 
parlor through a sliding door. As soon as 
they take their places in one of the stalls, 
a gate operated by the milker is closed 
behind them. The cows are fed while 
being milked. After each cow is milked, 
she leaves the parlor and goes into the 
loafing area. The milking operation is 
continuous. Ernst says he usuaily milks 
the 18 cows in 35 to 45 minutes 

Milk is taken directly to the milkroom 
from the milking parlor. Double doors 
between the two rooms help Ernst meet 
the sanitation requirements in his com- 
munity. A higher rating by the milk in- 
spector means greater profits 

Ihe milking parlor and milkroom are 
light and well ventilated. The milking 
parlor has a double ceiling of plaster- 
board which helps keep it cool in summer 
and warm in winter. Both the rooms have 
concrete floors and are washed after each 
milking 

Ernst savs he built the barn to save 
steps and labor, and it does just that. A

small feed room, located between the 
milking parlor and the calf pen, does 
away with carrying feed. The silo, con- 
nected to the barn, also saves steps. In- 
side and outside feed bunks, with hay- 
racks above, run the length of the loafing 
area. The inside bunks are used during 
cold weather; silage is moved from the 
silo to the bunk-mangers in a cart. The 
outside bunks are used during good 
weather 

Concrete floors in the mangers and 
concrete around the outside of the barn 
help keep the cows clean. The cows never 
leave the barn during bad weather. Wa- 
ter is piped to a tank in one end of the 
loafing parlor. Hay from the loft can be 
thrown directly into the feed manger 
through openings in the floor 
eat grain during milking 


The cows 


Cie argument against loafing barns 
always has been that they are hard to 
clean. Another is that they take more bed- 
ding. Ernst solved the first problem by 
building large doors in each end of the 
barn. He can drive his manure spreader 
right into the barn, making cleaning 
easy. He doesn’t think that using more 
bedding is a disadvantage, cither, be- 
cause more bedding means more manure 
and greater soil fertility 

Ernst likes the three-in-one combina- 
tion because it saves him time and work 
His cows also do well in the three-in-one 
combination. They can be fed, watered 
and milked without leaving the barn

Have tested on five cows. Doctors Rob- 
erts and Dye have tested this method on 
five cases of acetonemia—three advanced 
cases and two of average severity. Four 
of the cases were treated in a clinic, one 
on a farm. In each of the five cases, the 
continuous-intravenous treatment proved 
satislactory ; 

Although further work is needed, these 
two experts believe that 150 to 200 c.c.s 
of 40-percent glucose an hour is enough 
to bring prompt results, while lower rates 
delay recovery. Moreover, they recom- 
mend that the veterinarian give 500 c.c.s 
of 40-percent glucose rapidly before start- 
ing the continuous treatment to elevate 
the blood sugar and depress the ketone 
values quickly at the start. This helps step 
up the cow’s response 

Just exactly what causes acetonemia 
isn’t known, but there are scores of theo- 
ries. The most widely accepted treatment, 
however, is the intravenous injection of 
glucose. Other agents used along with 
this treatment are chloral hydrate, mo- 
lasses, cobalt, vitamins A and B, anterior 
pituitary extracts, and insulin. Recently, 
adrenal cortical extracts or cortisone have 
been used experimentally with good re- 
sults, but the cost is extremely high at the 
present time

Replacement heifers a problem. Yet 
you can t get around the fact that a dairv- 
man runs a big risk of winding up with a 
shortage of replacement heifers if he 
breeds even part of his dairy herd to a 
beef bull. The average cow has only about 
+ years of productive life in a dairy herd 
This means the average dairy herd must 
be completely replaced over a span of 4 o1 
5 years. Cows go bad with mastitis, get 
other diseases, injuries, or must be sold 
because of old age or low productior 
Dairymen who use beef bulls should 
frankly reconcile themselves to buying at 
least part of their replacement heifers 
Henry Drees, who lives near the Opper- 
mans, follows this plan. He breeds all his 
Brown Swiss cows to an Angus bull, and 
buys his replacement heifers from othet 


breeders 
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Angus blood helps offset legginess. 
Drees’ Brown Swiss-Angus calves go into 
the feedlot when they weigh around 400 
to 450 pounds. The crossbred calves car- 
ry the black color and hornless qualities 
of their sire. Drees buys a short-legged 
Angus to offset legginess of dairy breeds 

The calves are handled and fed out as 
beef and sold when they reach around 
850 to 900 pounds. They usually are 
right at or near the top of the Omaha 
market for their weight. Drees always 
sells his crossbred calves before they are 
15 months of age. After that, they tend 
to become leggy and paunchy. 


Likes Hereford-Guernsey cross. An- 
other combination is being followed by 
Ear! Schechinger, also of Carroll County, 
lowa. This dairyman has a herd of Guern- 
sey cows, but keeps a Hereford bull 

The Hereford-Guernsey crosses carry 
the color markings of the Hereford breed, 
although the red color sometimes is a little 
light. They have beef conformation and 
fatten out well 

Schechinger sells the calves at 3 weeks 
of age as he is short on labor and doesn’t 
have time to feed them out. Here is the 
way Schechinger figures: A grade Guern- 
sey bull calf brings few dollars at 3 weeks 
of age; his Hereford-Guernsey crosses 
sell for about $40 at the local sale barn 


Buys heifers from outside herds. 
Again, his main shortcoming lies in the 
inability to raise replacement heifers 
Schechinger buys heifers for replacement 
from Wisconsin Guernsey herds. This 
rules out chances for building up a herd 
through a production improvement pro- 
gram, and it increases the chances of in- 
troducing disease into a herd 

However, by getting them young, the 
danger of introducing disease is reduced, 
Schechinger believes. And he thinks he 
can maintain a satisfactory herd-produc- 
tion average by careful selection of heifers 

Some dairymen work a little different 
setup, selling their calves as heavy veal, 
weighing up to 400 pounds. They let the 
calves double up on poorer milk cows 

As you can sec, there are many angles 
to the beef end of the dairy business. The 
number of dairy-beef crosses runs into the 
dozens. However, each dairyman will 
have to find the combination which best 
suits his situation. In the end, they're all 
shooting for the same goal—increasing 
their dairy profits through beef. END

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Ladino clover 
works wonders 


Abert Webb is thoroughly sold on 
Ladino clover for pasture. He fed ap- 
proximately 700 sheep and lambs and 
later some cattle on 50 acres of this heavy- 
growth clover. ‘ 

Webb's 600-acre farm is located 244 
miles from Ewing, Illinois, in the ex- 
treme southern part of the state, where the 
farmland is not considered very good 

In March, Webb chose a 50-acre field 
in which the land is Cisne silt loam, roll- 
ing and well drained. The rotation on this 
field had been corn, wheat, clover, and 
pasture 

On this field, with a homemade 2- 
wheel seeder, he sowed wheat and a mix- 
ture of 8 pounds of sweet clover, 4 
pounds lespedeza, 244 pounds timothy, 
and !4 pound of Ladino per acre 

After the wheat was harvested, the 
pasture was about 6 inches tall and the 
Ladino had about a one-half stand 
rhirty cows and calves were turned into 
the field and pastured on it until Decem- 
ber, when they were taken out 

By April 1, the Ladino had taken over 
the field and was about 8 inches high. On 
this date, 125 ewes and 125 lambs were 
turned in the field. Later, 150 wethers 
were turned in, a little later 60 more 
lambs were added; and still later, 320 
more lambs 

Ihe ewes and small groups of lambs 
were removed from time to time as they 
were ready for market. The 125 ewes 
were the first to be removed and 6 cows 
with heifer calves were turned in at the 
same time. On November 1, the following 
year, the last of the lambs were removed 
and in their place 110 ewes and 25 cattle 
were turned in. The 6 cows with calves, 
the 25 cattle, and the 110 ewes continued 
to pasture on the field until December 

“‘Atthat time,”’ says Webb, “the Ladino 
was aS green as a carpet and approxi- 
mately 4 inches tall.

trousers

2. Belt and pockets: Use a large tailor’s 
pad (9x12-inch oval pad, stuffed with 
cotton batting or sawdust) to shape the 
curved seams. For trousers, you should use 
a heavy woolen or cotton pressing cloth. 
Dampen the cloth with a sponge, and then 
press the fly, pockets, hips, and waistline 


i. Straight crease: Stretch the lower part 
of leg, along the back crease, until it forms 
a curve to fit the calf of leg 
out the back side of the leg, fullness will 
appear at the front crease, near the knee. 
Shrink out this knee fullness. Press the 


opposite side of leg in the same manner 


As you pull 
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# between trips to the cleaner, trousers 
often sadly need a trip to the ironing 
board. Before pressing, check the trousers 
thoroughly for spots. Once pressed in, 
these spots will be doubly hard for you or 
a professional cleaner to remove. 

Soft flannels, loosely woven tweed fab- 
rics, and other soft materials are likely to 
develop baggy knees long before they 


need to go to the cleaner. For trousers of 


this sort of material, plus those that are 
not properly cared for, a good pressing is 
often necessary. The pictures below show 
hoW to give men’s, women’s, and boys 
trousers a professional looking job of 
pressing. 


I. Baggy knees: Turn the trousers wrong 
side out. Lay them flat on board, and work 
extra fullness inward with fingers. Steam 
with dampened pressing cloth and iron, 
pound steam into fabric with back of 
clothesbrush. Continue until the fabric 
is shrunk into shape. Press the fabric dry 


38. Cuffs and legs: Steam and press the 
cuffs first, then put the legs together, 
seam to seam, at the cuffs. Pin the seams 
at both top and bottom to prevent slipping. 
Lay them on the ironing board, and care- 
fully fold back one leg, exposing the full 
length of the inner side of the other leg 


5. Hanging: Fold legs together to be sure 
that they are shaped alike, and that there 
is just one crease per leg. Then, fasten 
the trousers by the cuffs on a hanger. Let 
them dry for 24 hours before wearing, to 
set the crease. Hanging this way after 
wearing will encourage crease to stay, END

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Chinch bug. Chinch bugs are as de- 
structive to wheat as they are to corn. 
Wheat fields infested with the chinch bug 
show a deadening and drying out of the 
plants early in the spring. As the wheat 
begins to head, deadened areas will ap- 
pear. The chinch bug is also a sap sucker 

Toxaphene, when used as a spray at the 
rate of 2 pounds of the actual chemical 
per acre in from 2 to 8 gallons of water, 
has given good control in Oklahoma 
Some other states report only fair control 
with toxaphene. Chlordane used at the 
rate of 3 pounds of the actual chemical 
per acre is also a good chinch-bug killer 
Or, benzene hexachloride at the rate of 
0.75 pounds gamma isomer per acre will 
do the job 

Creosote barriers have been used to 
keep chinch bugs out of wheat fields. Con- 
structing the barriers takes a great deal of 
time but may be worth it if the chinch 
bugs are thick and chemicals scarce 

Cultural controls can be used effective- 
ly against the chinch bug. Sowing wheat 
on your most fertile soil, where it will pro- 
duce a heavy growth, is best. Applications 
of nitrogen fertilizer to your wheatland 
helps discourage the chinch bug. Chinch 
bugs avoid shade and dampness and 
won't care much for fields with heavy 
growths of wheat 


Wheat-stem sawfly. This pest, occur- 
ring only in the spring-wheat sections, 
has fooled the chemical experts so far. No 
insecticide has been developed for control 
of this bug. However, there are several 
farm practices you should follow 

The most effective method of avoiding 
sawtly damage is to grow sawfly-resistant 
crops. The use of a variety of wheat called 
*‘Rescue,” which is resistant to sawfly 
damage, is your best bet if your area is 
heavily infested. Rescue was seeded on 
about 1! million acres in 1949. This va- 
riety is intended to be used in areas where 
severe sawfly damage mav occur and only 
unui better varieties are available. Rescue 
is susceptible to leaf rust and bunt, and 
doesn’t yield as well as some other varie- 
ties in the absence of the sawfly. But 
where the sawfly is at work, you'll be 
money ahead with this variety 

Sawfly losses can be reduced by har- 
vesting early. In August, the larvae are 
falling all over themselves in their hurry 
to cut the wheat stems. The longer harvest 
is delayed after August, the more stems 
will fall to the ground. In areas where 
swathers and binders are commonly used, 
the wheat should be cut while it is still 
slightly green and just before the infested 
stems begin to fall 

Where wheat is harvested with a com- 
bine, losses can be reduced by cutting as 
soon as the grain is ripe 


Grasshopper. This springy-legged pest 
can be controlled with chlordane, toxa- 
phene, or aldrin. These chemicals can be 
applied either as dusts or sprays 
Spraying usually gives better coverage 
and therefore kills more hoppers. Ready- 
mixed solutions, emulsifiable concen- 
trates, wettable powders, and dusts con- 
taining aldrin, chlordane, or toxaphene 
in various strengths ‘are available from 
local dealers. Whatever the formulation 
or dilution, the quantity of technical ma- 
terial applied per acre should be 
With aldrin—2 ounces if you spray, 3 
if you use a dust.

Heptachlor, lindane, methoxychlor,and 
parathion have shown promise in grass- 
hopper control However, they have not 
been tested so widely as aldrin, chlordane, 
and toxaphene, and should not be used 
unless recommended by entomologists 


Pale western cutworm. Here’s another 
case where the insect holds the upper 
hand over the chemists. The larvae feed 
almost entirely underground and eat the 
plants just below the crown. This fact is 
the pests big advantage. Chemicals 
won't reach him. The pale western cut- 
worm occurs only in the drier parts of the 
Wheat Belt, usually in areas of 20 inches 
or less of rainfall 

The pale western cutworm begins his 
skulduggery early in the spring when the 
wheat field is “greening up.”’ The greatest 
damage usually occurs during the last 
part of April and the first week in May 
If cutworms are present, you'll begin to 
notice faded spots in your field. These 
spots will grow larger rapidly 

Recommended management practices 
will reduce cutworm numbers. Here's 
one method that has proved effective 
Plant a row crop such as sorghum one 
year, then let the land lie fallow during 
the next summer and sow wheat in the 
fall. Alternate wheat and summer fallow 
reduce the chances of this pest getting a 
tooth-hold on your wheat 


Hessian fly. Sure death to a wheat crop 
unless controlled, the Hessian fly is one of 
the most widely known wheat pests. The 
fly passes through four different stages 
adult, egg. larva or maggot, and the flax- 
seed. The larva is the stage at which the 
fly causes trouble. The larvae feed on the 
juices of the plant. One larva may kill a 
plant in the fall or a tiller in the spring 
However, one plant or one tiller may pro- 
vide food to grow a dozen or more larvae 
Three wheat varieties have been devel- 
oped which practically eliminate Hessian 
fly damage. Pawnee is probably the most 
used of these varieties. Pawnee is now 
used on 11 million acres in the United 
States. This is the largest acreage occu- 
pied by any one wheat variety and indi- 
cates its value aside from fly resistance 
[he two other varieties, Poso 42 and Big 
Club 43, are also resistant to the fly 
Ridding wheat fields of the Hessian fly, 
if you don’t use resistant varieties, is a 
matter of timing, although other factors 
are important If wheat is sowed on a safe 
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| From pag 143 | 


seeding date, practically all of the fall 
brood of Hessian fly will have emerged 
and died before wheat plants are large 
enough to be attractive to the female flies 

Wheat sown on or alter the safe date, 
which is an average date for each com- 
munity, will ordinarily have few or no 
Hessian-fly eggs deposited on the leaves 


Wheat jointworm, You wheat growers 
living east of the Mississippi are probably 
well acquainted with this pest. This small 
grub lives in the stems of wheat. It feeds 
on the juices of the plant and usually 
causes a slight swelling of the stem above 
the joint. The egg from which it hatches 
is laid in the stem by an insect resembling 
a small black ant with wings 

When a wheat plant has become in- 
fested, no outward sign necessarily ap- 
pears. However, when the plant is near} 
mature, pinching the stem between your 
fingers is the best wav to find the joint- 
worm. Infested plants will contain a hard 
woody place in the stem, usually just 
above the second or third joint. Very of- 
ten the trouble spot is very noticeable 
when the plant is nearly mature becaus« 
of wartlike swellings on the stem 

In localities where wheat has been s« 
riously damaged by the jointworm, the 
pest can be controlled by plowing the 
stubble. Plow deep, preferably late in the 
summer or early in the fall. This prevents 
emergence of the adults the next spring 

If you intend to follow the control 
method described above, cut your wheat 
as high as possible Then most of the joint 
worms will be left in the standing stubble 
and will be plowed under and killed 


Wheat strawworm. This insect injures 
wheat in two ways. The first generation 
larvae work on the young plants in earls 
spring. The second generation lives in ma 
turing straw 

In the spring, plants attacked by the 
wheat strawworm show a stunted appear- 
ance. The center of the tiller is usually 
eaten out, including the developing head 
Che tiller is killed and no head is pro- 
duced on it 

The later injury, by the second genera- 
tion, isn’t too destructive. However, it 
may have a somewhat stunting eflect, o1 
weaken the straw, but a head may be pro- 
duced. This second generation is impor- 
tant however, because it produces the first 
generation which kills the tiller 

All adults of the spring generation are 
wingless. Those of the summer generation 
are not strong fliers. So, one of the best 
methods of controlling this insect is by ro- 
tation of crops. Wheat should not be sowr 
within 300 feet of any straw of the pre- 
vious season. Volunteer wheat should be 
destroyed by early spring 


Army cutworm,. The damag 
army cutworm 1s very sumilar to that ol 
the pale western cutworm.

Sprays are most eflective when applied 
at warm temperatures and when many 
cutworms are aboveground Poxaphene 
applied at 144 to 2 pounds actual insecti- 
cide per acre will do a good job.

The standard grasshopper bait of bran, 
or bran and sawdust, can also be used. 
However, add one of the following in- 
secticides to each 100 pounds of bait: 6 
pounds of sodium flusilicate, 4 pounds of 
paris green or white arsenic, | pound ac- 
tual toxaphene, or '4 pound chlordane 
Remember, use only one of these poisons 
in vour bait 

Ten to 12 gallons of water are needed 
to wet the bait. Bait should be scattered 
al the rate ol 20 pounds per acre on warm 
afternoons when the cutworms are thick 


False wireworm. Look out for this pest 
in dry years. The larvae of the false wire- 
worm destroy the seed before it has a 
chance to germinate. The germinating 
seed in the ground and young plants are 
damaged in the fall. Small plants are often 
destroyed in the spring, also 

A new method for getting rid of the 
false wireworm has been tried. The seed is 
simply treated with lindane, either in the 
powder or slurry form. However, germi- 
nation may be reduced by the treatment 
Four ounces of a 25-percent lindane pow- 
der is the usual rate to be used per bushel 
Aldrin can also be used. Seed treatment 
has also been used for the control of regu- 
lar or true wireworms 

Seed treating should be done just prior 
to seeding. Treated seed sometimes spoils 
if held in storage. Treat only the amount 
of seed to be planted. Treated seed is un- 
fit for feed 


Wheat-stem maggot. Wheat attacked 
by this insect in the fall of the year looks 
much the same as that infested by the 
Hessian fly. The plants turn darker and 
remain stunted, with stiff, somewhat 
thickened leaves. A good look at these 
plants will reveal slender, pale-green 
maggots working inside the lower part of 
the stem or crown of the plant 

The summer type of injury differs from 
that of the winter. The first sign of this 
pest is usually the dying and whitening of 
the wheat heads and parts of the straw 
above the top leaf. No grain is produced 
in the white heads. This happens shortly 
after the head begins to fill and while the 
lower stem and leaves are still green. The 
maggots will be found at this time of year 
inside the straw, just above the last or 
next to the last joint 

In the Pacific Northwest, entomologists 
recommend that volunteer wheat and sec- 
ond-growth wheat in areas cut early for 
hay be plowed under soon after harvest 


Wheat-head army worm. Cool, damp 
springs are favorable for the development 
of this particular army worm. This yield 
thief appears about the time the wheat 
begins to head or is in the dough stage

Les the little things that make your fami- 
ly boast about your cooking. Perhaps a 
flashy chocolate cake made your cooking

Once white sauce is mastered, you 
have the foundation for tasty cream

Stir constantly 
on low heat until the mixture bubbles 


Then add about 14 of the milk. Stir it in 
with a wooden spoon or circular wire 
whisk, until the mixture is well blended. 
Add the rest of the milk gradually, stirring 
constantly and return to the heat

central farrowing house 


By S. S. De Forest and E. L. Quaife 


iF you want to build a central hog house, here is 
a plan that will fit vour needs 

If you want to raise early pigs, and run several 
groups of sows through the house, you can 

Or if you are thinking of the tough spring we 
had and you want a permanent building where 
your pig raising can all be centered under one roof 
for convenience sake, this house is the answer 

Before you build, however, you should do some 
thinking as to just what you need in a central hog 
house. You should give careful thought to its loca- 
tion, its type of construction, and its adaptability 
to ease of management of the sows and litters 

Ihe Agricultural Engineering Extension Serv- 
ice, lowa State College, developed this plan for a 
central farrowing house. The plan shows how the 
building can be built with either a high or a low 
side wall, or with a wide or narrow alley. The 
length of the house is governed by the number of 
pens desired. All pens are about 7’x8’ in size. You 
can get a copy of the plan by writing to the Agri- 
cultural Extension Service, Lowa State College, 
Ames, lowa 


Location of house 


The first thing to consider before you begin 
construction is the location for the house. Locate 
it on a well-drained spot, convenient to feed sup- 
ply and water. Be sure to give some consideration, 
though, to its relationship to the fields which might 
be used as pasture

Foundation and floor 


The foundation should extend from be- 
low the frost line to 3 inches above the 
concrete floor. You won't want the wood 
sills on the same level as the floor because 
moisture will run under the sill and col- 
lect between the sill and the concrete 

For the floor itself, it’s pretty hard to 
beat concrete from the sanitation and 
permanency standpoint. Keeping it dry, 
however, takes careful construction 

You can prevent ground water from 
rising through the concrete by providing 
a 6-inch gravel or crushed rock fill under 
the slab. This breaks up any capillary ac- 
tion that may allow ground water to rise 
to the concrete. For added precaution 
against ground moisture, you may want 
to place a layer of asphalt roll roofing over 
the gravel fill before the concrete is 
poured. The joints should be lapped 
about 4 inches and sealed with asphalt 

This construction makes it virtually 
impossible for moisture to penetrate the 
slab from below if care is taken that all 
joints and tears are sealed. Sand or grout 
(mixture of sand, cement, and water) can 
be poured over the gravel so that when 
the roofing is laid down it will be on a 
smooth surface and will not be torn easily 
by workmen. Four inches of good concrete 
can then be poured for the floor. 

By insulating the concrete slab from the 
foundation, you can keep the edges of the 
floor warmer and have fewer possibilities 
of moisture condensation near the walls 
This can be done easily at the time the 
floor is poured by placing 1 or 2 inches of 
waterproof insulation around the inside 
surface of the foundation. The insulation 
reduces the amount of heat lost through 
the edge of the floor and through the part 
of the foundation exposed to the cold air 

You can slope the floors 4"’ to the foot 
so water drains to shallow gutters between 
the pens and alley. In a farrowing house 
up to 4 pens in length, the gutter can be 
sloped from one end of the house to the 
other. If the building is more than 4 pens 
in length, put in a drain every 4 pens. 

Having the drains at the sides of the 
alley keeps the alley dry for the operators 
use and for extra, emergency pens in case 
the wide alley plan is used. 


Wall construction 


Whether you use the low wall or high 
wall construction, the windows are placed 
over the doors. This is advantageous for 
several reasons. In the first place, the con- 
struction is simple and in the second place, 
a corner free from cross drafts is available 
for the pig brooder or heat lamps. 

Vertical siding is used for two reasons. 
It serves to tie the plate and sill together 
and also has vertical joints which have less 
tendency to trap moisture. 

Walls should be insulated with at least 
4 inches of insulation. Protect the insula- 
tion on the warm side by a moisture bar- 
rier. This barrier can be a glossy black 
paper or metal foil between the insulation 
and inside wall 

Paper between the insulation and sid- 
ing should be porous to water vapor (red 
rosin paper) so that any moisture that 
might have gained access to the insulation 
through tears or nail holes in the moisture 
barrier can leave through the outside 
wall. While the plan shows frame con- 
struction, you can use walls made of light- 
weight concrete blocks (cores filled with 
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vermiculite insulation) or 10-inch cavity 
clay tile (cavity filled with vermiculite 
insulation 


Keep window area small 
Years ago much emphasis was placed 
upon the value of windows in the roof 
Many an abandoned semimonitor hog 
house and so called sunlit house is a mon- 


ument to the mistaken idea of the value of 


sunlight coming through a dirty, frosty 
window pane. Such houses proved to be 
drafty, cold, and wet 

Ihe total amount of window glass in 
the building should be limited to 4-5 per- 
cent of the floor area. This keeps the tem- 
perature from building up during the day- 
light hours due to the heat of the sun and 
from cooling off too severely at night due 
to the poor insulating qualities of the 
glass. For better distribution of light, the 
windows should be spaced uniformly 
around the building 

Windows in the roof are not recom- 
mended for several reasons. First, heat 
rises and glass conducts it away easily 
Second, sooner or later leaks are apt to 
develop around the windows. Third, roof 
windows interfere with installing a ceiling 
for holding the heat down nearer the hogs 
where it is of greatest value. Fourth, roof 
windows are costly to install, and are often 
a source of moisture dripping into the 
pens frora melting frost on the glass 


Ceiling and roof construction 


A ceiling insulated with 4-6 inches of 
insulation similar to that in the walls is 
necessary to prevent excessive heat loss 
through the roof. A moisture barrier is 
necessary between the insulation and the 
ceiling boards to keep the insulation dry 
As in the walls, a glossy black paper or 
metal foil will serve this purpose 

For stengthening the building at the 
intersection of the side walls and roof 
and for added rigidity—you can use knee 
braces spaced every 14 feet. They come 
above partitions so will not interfere with 
head room. Collar beams add rigidity to 
the joint where rafters come together 
Louvers in the gable ends ventilate the 
space between the insulation and roof and 
aid in summer cooling 


Ventilation 


Satisfactory ventilation in an uninsul- 
ated hog house is difficult to obtain main- 
ly because of the large amount of moisture 
given off by the hogs as compared to the

amount of heat they produce. One hun- 
dred hogs weighing 200 pounds or more 
each will give off the equivalent of 500 
pounds of moisture in 24 hours. This is in 
addition to moisture from wet floors, 
troughs, and other surfaces 

It is necessary to insulate walls, floors, 
and ceilings for good ventilation. When a 
building is properly insulated, any of the 
well-known commercial ventilating sys- 
tems should operate satisfactorily if in- 
stalled by a reliable, experienced dealer 


A wide or narrow alley 


Whether to allow for a wide or narrow 
alley in your new building should be de- 
termined by the number of sows you'll 
house. In houses not over 50 feet in length, 
a narrow alley is most desirable. A house 
with a wide alley has more volume to 
heat for the number of pigs housed, so it 
tends to be cold. Also, when a wide alley 
is built, the intentions are to use the alley 
to “drive through.” In the shorter houses 
this is seldom done and the alley often be- 
comes cluttered with barrels and machin- 
ery 

Sometimes the wide alley is used for 
extra pens, but it would undoubtedly be 
preferable from the management stand- 
point to add pens to the length rather 
than to build the house so wide 

The most valuable use which can be 
made of a wide alley is a feeding floor for 
nursing sows. Yet, here again, a concrete 
slab on either side of the house would 
serve the purpose better. In buildings 50 
or more feet long, a wide alley might be 
jusufied 


Pen partitions and troughs 


Solid partitions between pens reduce 
drafts and decrease disturbances which 
might arise between sows in adjoining 
pens. Partitions should be removable so 
larger pens may be made. This will be 
handy in case you want to put three or 
four sows and their litters together after 
the pigs are a couple weeks of age or use 
the area for fattening hogs 


Sources of heat 

Electric brooders and heat lamps are 
solving the heat problem for most hog 
producers. In some long, large houses, 
radiant heat is being used. Radiant heat 
is an expensive source of heat unless, as in 
a pig hatchery, the pens might be used for 
several farrowings Temperatures for far- 
rowing should range from 60 to 70 degrees 
whereas for fattening hogs a te mperature 
of 35 to 45 degrees is satisfactory 

If you use electric brooders or heat 
lamps, the building should be wired to 
maintain a minimum voltage drop for 
maximum efficiency of electrical equip- 
ment. You will need to estimate the total 
load in watts that vou will use in the 
building 

Assuming that vou will use 3,0Q) watts, 
the wires between transformer and build- 
ing should have no smaller than 3 No. 8 
wires if the transformer is 400 [eet away 
or 3 No. 6 wires if the transformer is 640 
feet away. You should have 220-volt serv- 
ice in both cases 

No. 12 wire should be used throughout 
the interior of the house and broken up 
into 110-volt circuits so that no more than 
six 250-watt heat lamps are on each cir- 
cuit. Each circuit should be protected by 
a fuse no larger than 15 amp. END

X-disease 


S. ientists now believe that they have ad- 
vanced one important step toward finding 
the cause of X-disease, one of the most 
baffling of our present livestock maladies 
This was reported recently when scien- 
tists from the United States Department 
of Agriculture and 13 state agricultural 
experiment stations met at Cornell Uni- 
versity, Ithaca, New York, to compare 
notes on several years of research efforts 
on the disease 

Based on this cooperative research, 
they believe that certain low or batches 
of feedstuffs contain an unknown harmful 
agent that in some manner, produces the 
disease. More checking and rechecking 
remains to be done before the cause of the 
disease can be pinned down with positive 
assurance 

X-disease has plagued this country for 
10 years, and has been found in 37 states 
In natural cases, symptoms include fail- 
ure ol appetite, depression, loss of condi- 
tion, watering of eyes, slobbering, and a 
progressive hardening and withering of 
the skin. Pregnant cows often abort or 
produce premature calves. The disease 
may last for only several weeks, or it may 
hang on for 3 months or more 

This cattle disease seems to hit here 
and there, rather than spreading from 
herd to herd in any particular commu- 
nity. One scientist reported that he had 
seen. the disease wipe out entire herds of 
dairy cattle without affecting the animals 
on surrounding farms. Growing beef and 
dairy animals that do manage to recover 
seem to be stunted in growth 

In Nebraska, where some 30 to 40 
cases have been reported during the past 
several years, the disease does not seem 
to affect every animal in the herd. Only 
animals eating certain feeds have been 
affected. One case was reported where 40 
to 50 head out of 160 were lost 

This disease has been found in Ger- 
many, and the symptoms are much like 
the ones reported in the United States 
However, no new field cases in Germany 
have been reported since 1948. Blame for 
the difficulty in that country was laid on 
certain preservatives used in treating 
woodwork

Sewing apron. This denim “sewing 
kit’ will keep vital equipment at the 
finger ups of your favorite seamstress 
Make it from about 24 yard of fabric. Cut 
main apron piece about 20” across, 17” 
long. Cut pocket strip 7” deep and as wide 
as the apron. Bind one of long edges of 
pocket strip with bias tape. Lay other 
edge of pocket strip along bottom edge of 
apron, with wrong sides of both pieces 
facing up. Stitch bottom edge, allowing 
1,” seam. Bring pocket strip to right side 
and sew sides of pocket to apron sides 
Turn apron sides under for seams and 
finish side seams with bias tape 

Divide pocket into sections for pattern 
and sewing tools by top-stitching at de- 
sired intervals. Cut scissors pocket from 


scrap fabric. Bind edge and stitch to apron

as in photograph on page 47. Stitch a 
band at top of apron and add ties 


Squaw hostess apron. Cut a rectang| 
of fabric (we used Indianhead) 18” long, 
35” wide. Turn under 19” seam along 
the two sides and stitch. You may finish 
with tape. Gather 1444” on each side, 
drawing gathers to 6!” width. 

lo make apron band, cut two pieces 
35” long; make them 5” high at center, 
then taper off to 3” at the ends. (Not 
band in photograph, page 47.) Join the 
two band pieces, right sides together 
Stitch along top, allowing 1,” seam 
Clip edges and turn. Join apron to band 
by placing top of apron between bottom 
edges of band; stitch. Add 4” wide ties, 
and bind the bottom of the apron with 
1” tape. 

Cut a pocket square of apron fabri 
lo trim it, make the squaw face from an 
oval of white cotton fabric. Hand-stitch in 
place. Add embroidery floss hair and 
features. Turn all sides of pocket under 
14" and stitch to apron front. Trim with 
rickrack 

For lettered name band, cut fabric striy 
about 15” wide, 5” deep. Machine-stitch 
letters of bias tape onto the band Now, 
turn edge of strip under '9” all the way 
around and top-stitch in lower left-hand 
corner of apron

Bathe-the-baby apron. When wee 
baby’s bathtime—or feeding—comes, 
this is a wonderfully handy slip-on. To 
make it, you need only a soft bath towe 
matching washcloth, and bias-tape trim 

Make the neck opening first; 319” from 
one end of bath towel, cut an oval about 
819" long, 54” wide. Bind the cut edge of 
towel to finish 

Now, working from top edge of ma- 
terial at neck end, measure down and 
mark dots at 444” and 6” on each side of 
towel. Join these dots in a dart, tapering 
it to within an inch of the neck opening 
rhis gives the shoulder line. Now, fold 
each side of towel under 2” at the shoul- 
der line and tack. Secure washcloth in 
place over right shoulder with two sets of 
snaps For placement, see photograph, 
page 47.) Place snaps in same spot or 
several other wash« loths to give casy, 
washable changes 

For apron ties, use four strips of 114” 
tape. At waistline, gather 5” at each side 
to a 2” width. Place one tie on top, one 
under gathering on each side, and top- 
stitch to towel, stitching ties together 
along their full length. 
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Clothespin apron. Here's an extra 
hand for laundry day. From about 24 
yard, cut two rectangles 15” long, 18” 
across. Lay these, right sides together 
and stitch along one 18” edge. This seam 
will be the bottom edge of apron. Now, 
from each corner of this bottom edge, 
stitch 9” up each side 

On one fabric thickness only, cut in 
from top of side seams to center point of 
top edge. Now turn entire pocket right 
side out and secure the point to center 
top of other apron piece. Add 2” band 
and ties cut from leftover fabric. Trim 
sloping pocket edge with cotton drapery 
fringe. END

on high-protein corn 


Some so-called high-protein corn has protein 


suited only to making glue—not beef or pork. 


Corn breeders can now give you high-protein 


corn of high feeding value—if you want it

a corn is an elusive will-o’-the-wisp. Corn 
breeders and farmers have both been searching for more 
protein in corn for a long time and for a very good rea- 
I'he more protein in corn, the less corn it takes to 
produce a pound of meat. 

Today, corn containing 14 to 18 percent protein is 
possible. This is quite a jump from the 10 percent pro- 
tein in open-pollinated corn and the 8 or 9 percent in 
hybrid corn. Although you probably won't be raising 
18-percent-protein corn for a few years, you can up your 
corn protein content 1 to 3 percent this year simply by 
planting on the right soil and using the right fertilizer.

Corn breeding job. First, let's take a look at some of 
the difficulties that are holding up the production of 
high-protein corn; the kind of corn that holds the prom- 
ise of stepping up protein production 50 percent or 
more. One of the difficulties is the corn-breeding job in- 
But this difficulty is being overcome. 

Corn breeders are fairly certain that the breeding 
problem can be whipped. But don’t misunderstand the 
size of the job. It is ttemendous. Here is just a sample of 
the problems which confront the corn breeders. They're 
faced not only with the problem of increasing the pro- 
tein content, but of getting an increase in /ittle known 
types of protein of superior nutritional qualities.

Why don‘t you use high-protein corn? You may 
think that any livestock farmer would be crazy not to 
use a high-protein hybrid. And if it is possible to have 
that kind of corn, why don’t we have it in our planter 
boxes this year. Unfortunately, much more is involved 
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than merely changing over to planting the seed of a 
high-protein hybrid. Getting these amazing percentages 
of protein in corn can’t be accomplished by the corn 
breeder alone 

A high-protein hybrid has to be grown in a “high- 
protein” soil. This means a soil stocked with ample re- 
serves of available nitrogen, which is the major raw ma- 
terial from which protein is synthesized by the corn 
plant. To take away this necessary high level of available 
nitrogen from a high-protein hybrid would be like tak- 
ing steel away from automobile factories. 

Reduce the supply of immediately available nitrogen 
in the soil, and a high-protein hybrid does exactly what 
the automobile factory does when its steel supply is re- 
duced—cuts down production. The high-protein hy- 
brid merely cuts down on its output of protein. Put a 
high-protein hybrid on soil low in available nitrogen, 
and it will deliver little if any more protein than the 
good hybrids you are now using 


Is corn uneconomical source of protein? So, the 
corn breeder and the soils scientist have gone about as 
far as they can go, alone. Now they have to call in the 
corn farmer and put the question squarely up to him. 
Che question is, will it be practical from a dollars and 
cents point of view for you to build up the high levels of 
available nitrogen in your soil that would sharply in- 
crease, perhaps even double, the protein content of your 


corn crop? In other words, can corn produce protein at 


less cost than the crops you are now using? 
The great bulk of protein now comes from legumes 
and Since available nitro- 


gen has been established as the biggest factor in protein

production, we must face one of the important botanical 
differences between corn and legumes 

Legumes, such as soybeans, alfalfa, and the clovers, 
have the make-up to take nitrogen from the air and, 
through a fixation process, deposit it in the soil as im- 
mediately availabl Corn, on the other hand, 
and depends upon nitrogen al- 
ready available in the soil. This difference, figured over 
a lifetime of farming, represents a vast volume of nitro- 
gen which is the most easily exhausted of all the plant 
foods in most soils.

practically every important farming area 
of the United States, experiment stations, 
farm leaders, and good farmers are plac- 
ing more and more stress on the value of 
rotations which call for the extensive use 
of legumes 

The effective use of farm labor and 
machinery is another important factor in 
deciding whether we should produce 
more protein in our cornfields 


You ean afford high-protein 
eeorm. So you see, the advantages of 
high-protein corn will depend upon 
whether or not you can justify, from a cost 
point of view, the developing and main- 
taining of a “high-protein” soils program 
on your farm.

Every experiment conducted in the last 
five years tends to confirm this result 
They all point to this one highly impor- 
tant fact: Higher yields and higher protein 
content go together in corn. Because all 
good corn farmers are interested in higher 
yields, they are at the same time potential- 
ly interested in higher protein production 
in their cornfields 


Step up protein now. While the 
amazing production of 14- to 18-percent 
protein corn may still be some years in 
the future, all the evidence points up thc 
fact that you can now step up your corr 
protein from 1 to 3 percent. The increased 
value of the protein, plus the higher 
yields you will get, will pay you well as the 
balance sheet from the University of Illi- 
nois illustrated 

Here are the two things to do. First 
select a hybrid capable of higher protein 
production. The company that produces 
your hybrid seed corn can undoubtedly 
tell you which of hybrids are good pro- 
tein producers.

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Poultry pointers 


Give layers a longer day. You can 
boost fall and winter egg production by 
giving your hens a longer working day 
Layers need 13 to 14 hours of light each 
day for top production. Lights can be 
turned on in the morning or evening, 
both. It is important that the lights be 
turned on at a regular time each day 
lhere are several commercial switches on 
the market, or you can work out a simple 
alarm-clock attachment 

Provide one 40-watt bulb in a cone re- 
flector for every 200 square feet of floor 
space. Lights are especially valuable in 
forcing average or below average layers 
into full production. Several weeks will be 
needed before a response is noted

Double-duty coop. Try building a fat- 
tening coop (see picture below) similar to 
the one made by M. E. Hickenbottom, 


Jefferson County, Lowa. Hickenbottom 


also uses this coop for broody hens 

The steep, plywood top prevents birds 
from roosting on it. The floor is made of 
19-inch mesh hardware cloth which al- 
lows the droppings to fall through. A 
chick feeder is bolted to two blocks out- 
side the bars of the pen and can be emp- 
tied by turning upside down. The water 
supply is a one-gallon can, the narrow 
side cut out, held on a shelf by an upright 
Strap of tron 


Both feeder and waterer are out of 
reach of the birds on the floor but readily 
accessible to those in the coop. The coop 
is built on 2x4 legs and can be easily 
carried outdoors.—A. M. W., lowa 


Best time to start chicks. Chances are 
you won’t be starting chicks at this time of 
the year, but egg prices during the next 
or 4 months will go a long way in deter- 
mining when you do start your chicks 
The best time to start chicks seems to be a 
shifting proposition. For years, chicks 
have been started earlier and earlier in 
order to take advantage of the good lat« 
summer and fall egg prices. There’s just 
one catch—pullets lay mostly medium 
eggs during that period. Until recently, the 
price spread between medium and large 
eggs hasn't been enough to make any 
great difference in the long run 
However, times have changed. Take, 
for instance, the New York market last 
fall. Large eggs sold for 24 cents more pet 
dozen than medium eggs. This was caused 
by a large number of mediums on the 
market and a short supply of large eggs 
Now let’s take a look at the price spread 
on the same market during the late winter 


and early spring months. Last January 8, 


2 cents. Hens 


the price spread was only 
started in June or July, come into produc- 
tion in late November or early December 
Therefore, they lay most of their medium 
eggs during a period when there is little 
price difference between large and medi- 
um eggs. If the hens produce at a high 
rate all through the following summer and 
fall, they will lay their large eggs during a 
period when the spread between large 
and medium eggs is the widest. This gives 
the highest price for all eggs the year 
round. The New Jersey Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station reports less pause during 
the laying period in June-hatched chicks 
than in other birds 

However, this system probably will not 
work unless production-bred stock is used 
Other stock has a tendency to fall off in 
production during the hot weather when 
large eggs count the most. Production- 
bred stock is more likely to stay on the job 
during this period 

June-hatched chicks will lose some of 
their advantages as more and more 
poultrymen make the switch. When this 
happens, chances are the egg price ad- 
vantage will again shift back to early- 
started chicks. In the meantime, many 
poultrymen are taking advantage of the 
extra profits from June-started chicks 
C. E. O., New York 


Uses automatic nest opener, An clec- 
trically operated nest opener starts the 
hens’ working day for G. E. Wunder 
Lagrange County, Indiana. The opener 
is attached to the same alarm device 
which turns on the laying-house lights in 
the morning 

Wunder closes the nests (see picture 
below) by hand each night with a 4-foot 
lever, fastened at the bottom in a slotted 
section. As the lever is raised, it turns the 
three perch boards from a horizontal to a 
vertical position. In this position, the 
boards cover the front of the nests and 
keep the hens from roosting in the nests 

Ihe lever is fastened at the top with a 
wooden pin. This pin, in turn, is attached 
to a selenoid unit (obtainable at an elec- 
tric supply shop) which pulls the pin at 
the same time the alarm device turns on 
the lights. When the pin is pulled, the 
lever is released and the perch boards re- 
turn to a horizontal position 

The 8-foot perch boards are held in 
position by 6 (3 on each end) supporting 
arms. These arms are fastened to the up- 
right part of the unit by wooden pins

had already gone beyond the limitations 
on their bonded indebtedness. In other 
cases, I have seen communities that taxed 
themselves far more than the urban areas, 
but because the district is poor, no 
amount of taxes could give them good 
schools 

In all fairness, the rural schools should 
have at least as much money for educa- 
tion as the city schools get. Indeed, be- 
cause of their peculiar problems and 
higher costs, they should get more. 


al 

F.. one thing, a great many farm boys 
and girls leave the farms to go to the 
cities. That is happening all the time 
These children have been educated at the 
expense of the rural area where they grew 
up. In some of the forward-looking com- 
munities they've been given commercial 
subjects and courses specifically designed 
for work in cities. Why, then, shouldn’t 
some of the urban finances go to farm 
areas? 

The entire state, or indeed entire na- 
tion, should help pay for the education of 
all the children 

Another problem that must be tackled 
is that of reorganization. Small school 
districts must be consolidated into larger, 
more efficient units 

Vast strides have been made in many 
parts of the country in the last 30 years; 
during this time the one-room, one-teach- 


er schools dropped from 


200,000 to 
70,000. Unfortunately, most of the 70,000 
one-room s« is are found in the Mid- 
west. Here t account for nearly three- 
fourths of all the public schools—one out 
of every four teachers works in one ol 
school 

South Dakota and Nebraska, for ex- 
ample, are still dominated by one-teacher 
schools—four out of every five of thei 
schools are of this type at present 
Seventy-five percent of the schools in 
Illinois are the one-teacher type. Other 
states in this region indicate a similar 
trend. In Iowa, North Dakota, Wisconsin, 
Missouri, and Kansas, two out of every 
three schools are the little-red-school- 
house brand 

At the same time, many of these states 
support large numbers of high schools 
with pitifully small enrollments. Of the 
24,000 high schools in the United States,

“All this staying after school . . . what 
are people gonna think . . . you and I 
alone so much?” 
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9,000 have less than 100 pupils, and 4,000 
have less than 50. Most of these small high 
schools are found in rural areas—and an 
undue proportion are in the Midwest. 

High schools should be large enough to 
afford a complete curriculum. The Na- 
tional Commission on School District 
Reorganization recommends that the 
optimum size is around 300 pupils, with 
a minimum of 12 teachers. On this basis, 
only about 10 percent of the rural high 
schools of the Midwest would qualify! 

Readers of this magazine already know 
the value of wise district reorganization. 
Wherever the school districts have con- 
solidated after thorough planning as to 
community and educational needs, ad- 
vantages have followed. More efficient 
schools, modern, up-to-date teaching aids 
and techniques, more money for better 
teachers 


r 
ay then, are the steps I would rec- 
ommend as urgently needed to improve 
the rural-school program 

1. Adopt federal or better state financ- 
ing for those rural communities that are 
too poor to provide necessary funds with- 
out help. Many local communities simply 
cannot do an adequate job without finan- 
cial assistance 

2. Establish larger units of school ad- 
ministration 

3. Secure better prepared teachers. To 
do this, it may be necessary to raise 
salaries, reduce the work load, and pro- 
vide more adequate living conditions 

4. Develop better administrators and 
supervisors to help raise the rural school 
educational standards. Too often the 
rural teacher is left on her own, without 
supervision of any kind. This is particu- 
larly bad. Without supervision, mis- 
takes can be made over long periods of 
time because many of the teachers are in- 
adequately prepared to begin with 

5. Adjust the curriculum to meet the 
needs of the community. The curriculum 
is all too often based on the assumption 
that all high-school graduates will go to 
college. That is a false assumption. As a 
result, there is too little emphasis on op-

portunities for training in vocations, agri- 
culture, homemaking, health, and other 
areas of living 

6. Start an immediate building pro- 
gram to construct badly needed elemen- 
tary and high schools. Get rid of the ugly, 
dilapidated, weather-beaten, horse-and- 
buggy buildings that now dot the country- 
side. Replace them with centralized, 
modern, up-to-date structures 

7. Provide adequate means of trans- 
portation. This will make it easier to 
create effective consolidated elementary 
and high schools. Rural areas need a 
sound transportation program for their 
pupils 

Phese are urgent “first steps” that are 
needed to place rural education on par 
with the urban schools. The rural schools 
should play an important role in the 
ideological war that has divided the 
world. A democracy needs a strong, in- 
telligent, competent citizenry, whether it 
comes from the farms or from the city. A 
stronger rural education will mean a 
stronger United States of America. END

Herd bulls are expensive 


Does it pay the farmer to sell his herd 
bull and adopt artificial breeding? Many 
farmers have balked at the idea, feeling 
that breeding fees are an added cost 

Professor C. C. Kearl, Cornell Univer- 
sity, says that keeping a herd bull actual- 
ly produces costs which do not equal the 
returns. And here are some New York 
cost-account figures to prove it. In 1949 
it cost an average of $225 to keep a bull 
and $405 to keep a cow. The service from 
the bull on 22 cows and heifers (the av- 
erage on cost-account farms) could have 
been purchased from an artificial breed- 
ers’ association for a litde more than $132 
Add $11 worth of manure to this and the 
bull is only returning the farmer $143 for 
the $225 cost. The difference in cost be- 
tween natural and artificial service figures 
out at about $3.70 per cow for a 22-cow 
herd 

Where cows are profitable, the farmer 
can sell his herd bull and use the feed, 
labor, and equipment to keep another 
cow. She will cost more to keep ($405), 
but will return about $418 worth of milk, 
$24 worth of calves, and $9.64 worth of 
manure, or a total of $451 

“Costs and returns vary from year to 
year,” says Kearl, “but the difference in 
return per dollar cost makes it poor busi- 


ness for most farmers to keep herd bulls.”’ 

They will also be missing the indirect 

economic advantages of artificial insem- 

ination such as less danger of disease and 

chance of bodily injury to the family

Good as the red-clover pasture was, it 
was pretty well eaten down when the 
herd was shifted to new clover pasture.

A baffling disease of cattle, which often 
creeps into a herd without noticeable 
symptoms, is causing losses in 41 states 

This disease, known as Johne’s disease, 
is regarded as one of the most difficult of 
all infections to eradicate from cattle 
herds. Slow to develop, it is very hard to 
detect in its early stages 

Affected animals develop scours and 
gradually lose weight for several months 
Ihe coat may become rough. Milk pro- 
duction slows up and eventually may stop. 
The infected animal may continue to 
lose weight until it becomes so thin and

Symptoms are most likely to show up in 
animals from 2 to 6 years old. Such ani- 
mals may have harbored the germ since 
calfhood. This long incubation period 
makes the disease difficult to stamp out. 


Long pipe saves hauling 

The dairy barn and granary are more 
than 100 feet apart on the Raymond 
Fritz farm, Des Moines County, lowa, 
but Fritz doesn’t haul any chopped hay 
or grain for his cows. Air power blows the 
feed through a 104-foot pipe (see picture 
below) which extends from the forage 
chopper in the granary to the feed house 
next to the barn. According to Fritz, the 
air blast from the chopper’s blower car- 
ries the feed the entire distance. 

A small cable running from the granary 
to the barn supports the pipe. The pole, 
set midway between the two, lends added 
support and sturdiness to the pipe. The 
feed house holds a week’s supply of feed.

Flushes ewes without grain 


Here's a new way to “flush” ewes be- 
fore breeding. It takes no grain—just turn 
them into a lush meadow pasture a few 
weeks before breeding. This system has 
worked wonders for Roy Shugert of 
Guernsey County, Ohio. He turned 114 
ewes into an alfalfa-bromegrass-Ladino 
clover meadow last fall before breeding 
This spring he raised 170 lambs from the 
114 ewes 

Shugert has even reduced grain feeding 
for breeding ewes. Last winter, for the 
first time, his breeding ewes received no 
grain until 3 weeks before lambing. Then 
a mixture of oats, corn, bran, and soybean 
oil meal was fed until grass time. The 
ewes were fed the best hay available. Not 
only did he get a good lamb crop under 
this systern, but the wool crop was equal 
to the previous year’s 1l-pound fleece 
average. 

Last year the first lambs were sold right 
off grass and averaged 84 pounds pet 
head. They had been fed no grain—just 
grazed improved pastures and meadows, 
Shugert’s sheep are Corriedale-Merino 
crossbreds.—D. E. G., Ohu 


Trace minerals speed gains 

The addition of trace minerals—cobalt, 
copper, iron, and manganese—to a plant- 
protein basal ration for pigs in dry-lot 
significantly increased the rate of gain ir 
six recent experiments at the Cornell 
Agricultural Experiment Station 

[he tests were conducted to find sup- 
plements which would improve dry-lot 
performance of pigs self-fed a ration of 
plant origin 

Pigs gained 1.08 pounds daily on the 
basal ration of ground yellow corn, soy- 
bean oil meal, 10 percent of ground, sun- 
cured, second-cutting alfalfa hay, iodized 
salt, calcium, and phosphorus. When the 
trace minerals were added to the same 
basal ration, the average rate of gain 
jumped to 1.24 pounds per day 

Pigs fed the trace minerals required 388 
pounds of feed for each 100 pounds of 
gain to a final weight of 170 pounds 
Those on the basal ration alone required 
400 pounds of feed for each 100 pounds of 
gain 

In four of the six trials, a control lot 
was fed meat scraps and the basal ration 
The pigs fed this ration gained at the rate 
of 1.32 pounds per day; pigs fed the basal 
ration alone gained 1.11 pounds per day; 
and those fed trace minerals with the 
basal ration gained 1.26 pounds daily 

In these four experiments, it took 135 
days for the pigs fed the basal ration alone 
to reach a market weight of 180 pounds, 
compared with 119 days when the trace 
minerals were added, and only 114 days 
when the meat scraps were used with the 
basal ration.

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soot and salt or sulfur and lard have gone 
on the discard pile 

Several forms of sulfa seem to knock 
white scours in a hurry. These include 
sulfathalidine, sulfametrazine, sulfathia- 
zole, sulfapyridine, or sulfanilamide. 
These drugs are made into oblong boluses 
or round tablets, generally 30 or 60 grains’ 


size. Boluses containing several kinds of 


these sulfas can also be used. One of these 
sulfas is kept right here on the farm in or- 
der to ward off white scours when it is 
first noticed 

I have been told that sulfathalidine is 
not easily absorbed into the blood stream 
and persists longer in the intestinal tract 
where it is needed. That is the sulfa drug 
I generally use. At the first indication of 
scours, the calf is given one 60-grain bolus 
for each 50 pounds of body weight. The 
following day the animal is given three or 
four 30-grain astringent tablets, obtained 
from my veterinarian. The sulfathalidine 
destroys the bacteria causing the calf to 
scour, and the astringent acts to coat over 
the intestinal lining. When calves are 
where I can catch them easily, I make a 
practice of giving them a half bolus 
shortly after they are born 

Boluses or large tablets of this nature 
are easy to administer, even without a 
balling gun. Where the calf is to be given 
only a couple of boluses, it can be done 
just about as easily with the hand. Back 
the calf into a corner and straddle his 
neck so you can hold him. By holding the 
bolus between the first three fingers on 
one hand it is possible to place the bolus 
far back in the animal’s mouth 

After placing the bolus on the back end 
of the tongue, quickly withdraw your 
hand and clamp his mouth shut. Most 
likely the bolus will disappear with the 
first swallow. If you have difficulty in 
placing the boluses far back in the ani- 
mal’s mouth without being scratched or 
bitten, secure the animal’s tongue firmiy 
and pull it to one side. At the same time 
you can safely use your other hand to 
push the bolus back into the calf’s mouth.

of corn, wheat, and 2 years of meadow 
was started. Pounds of beef produced per 
acre were used to measure the results 

Four methods of handling the steers 
were used. Lot 1 of 21 steers received only 
meadow pasture for 58 days, starting on 
May 16. Then on July 13, corn-and-cob 
meal feeding was started; soybean oil 
meal was added about a month later 

The other three methods of handling 
the steers were in dry lot. The steers av- 
eraged around 660 pounds when put on 
feed in the fall of 1950. Steers in Lot 2 were 
fed mostly grass silage. However, they did 
receive some hay and corn-and-cob meal! 
during the last 56 days before marketing 
rhe protein content of the grass silage was 
considered high enough to take care of 
protein needs 

Steers in Lot 3 were fed out on corn- 
and-cob mea’. They also received hay, 
and soybean oil meal was fed to balance 
the ration. Steers in Lot 4 received a com- 
mon ration of corn silage, soybean oil 
meal, and mixed hay 


> 
I reliminary results show that the steers 


fed corn-and-cob meal performed best, 
followed in order by the corn-silage and 
the grass-silage lots. However, the hay- 
silage lot had the cheapest gains per hun 
dredweight. Daily gain and cost fig 
(progress report calculated to cover 
period of experiment) for the three lots 
were: Grass-silage cattle, daily gains of 
1.7 pounds per head and feed cost of 
$17.33 per hundredweight; corn-and-cob 
meal lot, 2.09 and $21.76; and corn-silage 
lot, 1.9 and $18.15 

On the basis of acres needed to grow 
all the feed fed per steer under the differ- 
ent methods, they came out this way: Hay 
silage, .845 acre; corn-and-cob meal 
754; corn silage, .583; and pasture, .884 
his gives a considerable advantage to the 
time-honored feeding of corn silage 

Cattle buyers who looked at the dry-lot 
cattle gave the price nod to the corn-and- 
cob meal lot, followed by the corn-silage 
and grass-silage lots. Pounds of beef pro- 
duced per acre by the four methods of 
handling were 359 for the hay-silage lot, 
504 for corn-and-cob lot, 595 for the corn- 
silage lot, and 382 pounds for cattle sold 
off pasture 

Judging from these preliminary results, 
it looks like corn in beef rations is here to 
stay. Both corn and corn silage are hard 
to beat for fattening beef cattle. Even un- 
der grassland farming, most beef men will 
want to count on using some corn 

Experiments such as this one have taken 
some of the steam out of the “back-to- 
grass’ movement. The successful farmer 
still has to select a feeding system which 
best suits his farm, and the grass method 
isn’t always the best.—D. E. G., Ohio.

Save more lambs 


This is the time cf year to be thinking 
about preventing “milk colic”’ or “pulpy 
kidney disease” (infectious enterotoxem- 
ia) in next year’s lambs. A growing num- 
ber of sheepmen have adopted the habit 
of vaccinating their ewes at the end of the 
breeding season and then giving them a 
“booster” shot a month or so before lamb- 
ing time. Such treatment provides anti- 
bodies which are passed on in the dam’s 
milk and protect the nursing lambs dur- 
ing a critical period of their lives. 


Look out for buckeyes 


The other day we saw some pigs that 
became sick while “hogging down” a 
cornfield. Their symptoms made the 
owner think they had been poisoned, and 
it turned out that he was right. The pork- 
ers had evidently been cleaning up a 
bumper crop of nuts from a couple of 
buckeye trees in the cornfield. Horses 
and cattle as well as children have also 
been poisoned by buckeyes, so be on the 
lookout for them. 


Doorway caused mastitis 

Not so long ago we visited a dairy farm 
where mastifis was causing considerable 
trouble. The cause was somewhat of a 
puzzle as a fast-milking program was be- 
ing followed. The deeply bedded stalls 
were large, and there just didn’t seem to 
be anything in the barn capable of caus- 
ing mastitis. 

The cause was found outside the barn. 
It was a hole in the barnyard just outside 
the door used by the cows. As a result of 
this “drop-off,” the cows’ udders were 
continually being banged and bruised on 
the sill as they entered and left the barn. 
Mastitis troubles ceased when the hole 
was filled and a ramp built up to the door 
on the outside. 


Guard against cowpox 

If one of your cows has cowpox, you 
had better be on your toes as the infection 
can spread through your entire herd in 
short order. Cowpox is hard to control, 
and treatment is often limited to the use 
of ointments and oils which do little more 
than soften the teats and make them less 
sensitive at milking time. 

Infected cows should be isolated as 
much as possible, and milked last to pre- 
vent the spread of the disease. Sanitary 
measures are necessary for you as well as 
the cows and equipment, as cowpox can 
affect your hands as easily as the cows’ 
udders. When the last case is cleared up, 
disinfect and clean the whole stable 
Otherwise, the trouble may start again 
before you have had a chance to catch 
your breath 


Treated seeds killed pigs 

We recently talked to a farmer who 
found out the hard way that fungicide- 
treated seed grains make poor pig feed 
A mercury product was involved in his 
case. Only a small amount of the treated 
seed was fed, but that was enough to kill 
most of his porkers. 

He had been feeding the treated grain 
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about three weeks before he noticed some 
of the pigs were blind and developing a 
limber-legged gait. He stopped feeding it 
at once, but the cumulative action of 
mercury caused other deaths for a long 
time. Mercury-poisoned pigs are seldom 
helped by any kind of treatment, so you'd 
better not take chances with those left- 
over seed grains. 


Species makes a difference 

We recently saw some cattle which 
were sick due to an injecuion of aggressin 
for protection against shipping fever 
Ordinarily, this is an effective agent and 
does no harm. However, this particular 
aggressin was derived from horses. Using 
it on cattle resulted in anaphylactic 
shock, sometimes called “‘serum sickness.” 

This sort of thing is always a possibility, 
especially when animals have been “‘sen- 
sitized” by previous use of such products 
To be on the safe side, it is important to 
use serums, aggressins, and other such 
agents on animals of the same species as 
those from which they were derived. 


What's the trouble here? 


This yearling heifer (see picture below) 
was first noted slobbering and failing to 
eat well. As time went on the slobbering 
became worse and the head was carried 
cocked to one side in a peculiar manner. 
Both feed and water were refused and the 
animal soon became weak and lost so 
much weight that she was little more than 
a walking skeleton. Can you name the 
trouble? 

Such symptoms can be caused by bad 
teeth, lockjaw, ““wooden tongue,” cuts in 
the mouth, or various kinds of poisoning 
that paralyze the throat muscles of the 
animal 

In this case it happened to be “‘wooden 
tongue,” more properly called actino- 
bacillosis. It starts after injuries to the 
mouth by sticks, stems, or “beards” from 
plants such as barley or foxtail. These in- 


juries provide an entry for the germ which 


causes infection and typical symptoms 
through enlargement of tissues. The com- 
moner remedies are iodide compounds 
and penicillin. They can be given either 
singly or together.

Found—effective cholera immunizing agents which 


do not spread the disease. Scientists believe the new 


vaccines may eliminate hog cholera from this country 


Tes here—the biggest change in the en- 
tire history of hog-cholera control. No 
longer will veterinarians and farmers be 
perpetuating a disease through the act of 
immunizing against it 

New vaccines, now just reaching the 
market, promise to combine the quick, 
strong imsnunity of the standard serum 
and virus treatment with the nonspread- 
ing, mild action properties of previously 
developed vaccines 

Hogs can be vaccinated with these vac- 
cines without the danger of spreading 
cholera. For years, it has been known that 
careless use of virus can seed the premises 
with the disease. And, even though the 
utmost care is taken in vaccinating, hogs 
shot with virus can serve as spreaders of 
the disease for a short period of time after 
vaccinauon | hese Carriers Can infect un- 
vaccinated hogs on your own farm, or 
possibly start cholera trouble with your 
neighbor’s hogs on the other side of the 
line fence 

That's the way things look today. After 
years of research and trial, the fireworks 
are popping hot and heavy. Several firms 
have already climbed on the bandwagon; 
others are eyeing this development closely 
At least two kinds of vaccine, reportedly 
produced in somewhat different ways, 
are now entering the market and promise 
to give eflective immunization against 
hog cholera 


( = kind is known as rabbit origin vac- 
cine, as rabbits are used in its production. 
“So new and yet so old,” could be an ex- 
pression aptly describing this particular 
product. Actually, the scientists are em- 
ploying a technique which already has 
been used in the field of human medicine 
for control such diseases as smallpox, 
and in the animal! realm for such diseases 
as canine distemper and rabies 

Many of you will remember the story 
of how Doctor Jenner stumbled on an ef- 
fective means of controlling smallpox 
through observing that English milk- 
maids, through acquiring a torm of cow- 
pox from close associauon with cows, 
developed a resistance to the human 
form. Acting on this observation, an ef- 
fective, nonvirulent smallpox vaccine 
was eventually developed to control the 
deadly disease 

To make this vaccine, blood and tissue 
from cholera-sick hogs are injected into 
rabbits.

At a certain stage, 
blood and tissue are taken from these 
rabbits and injected into another batch 
This process 1s repeated many times 
Finally, blood and tissue from the final 


batch of rabbits are processed into this 
rabbit-origin vaccine 

The cholera organisms grow less and 
less virulent when passed from one batch 
of rabbits to the next. The result is a 
modified live virus, which has been tested 
successfully on more than 20,000 hogs 

This differs from the manufacture of 
virus, where the active organism is passed 
from hog to hog I his process produc esa 
hot, active principle (commercial virus). 
his commercial virus, familiar to most 
hog raisers, does a good job of protecting 
hogs from cholera, but it has the disad- 
vantages of tending to spread the disease 
(as already described). This has been one 
of the big reasons why we have never suc- 
ceeded in eliminating hog cholera in the 
United States, whereas in Canada, where 
the use of hog-cholera virus is banned, the 
incidence « 
other drawback has been the reaction in 


hog cholera is very low. An-

Onis one shot is required of this rab- 
bit-origin vaccine, as contrasted with the 
double treatment of serum and virus. The 
dosage is the same for all sizes of hogs, 
and no serum is required. It is injected 
into the ham with the same type of needle 
as is used in the regular double treatment 

This product will be sold to veteri- 
narians and possibly to farmers, depend- 
ing on the sales policy of any particular 
manufacturer, as well as state laws and 
regulations. It has met all tests with the 
variant forms of hog cholera, which have 
caused scattered trouble the past cwo or 
three years 

One pharmaceutical manufacturer is 
making a modified hog-cholera virus 
vaccine. No rabbits are used in making 
thi; product, but the manufacturer 
claims that it also gives quick, strong im- 
munity without the danger of spreading 
cholera or producing a reaction following 
vaccinating. To protect the hogs until 
full immunity is conferred, a shot of 
serum is prescribed. This product is being 
sold only to graduate veterinarians. Suc- 
cessful field trials, according to the manu- 
facturer, have been completed with 
7,000 to 8,000 hogs 


these new products must not 
be considered the answer to all our hog- 
cholera problems. Good sanitation and 
management still play an important part 
in any swine program 

If these new products meet with con- 
tinued success, they will serve as a power- 
ful tool in the big drive now under way 
to eradicate hog cholera from the United 
States. END
